Provinces of Vices ; there's the Province of 
Pride, the Province of Avarice, the Province . 
of [ntemperance, the Province of Anger, the Pro- 
vince of Luft, the Province of Euvy, and the 
Province of $/cth. Theſe Provinces are ſub- 
divided in the ſame Manner as the Circles, into 
Cantons and Clans. 

Beſides theſe ten Circles and ſeven Provin- 
ces, there's the Capital City of Hellicpolis and 
Its Territories, which are very large, and which 
alone is properly called Hell, tho? it gives its 
Name to the whole Country, in the ſame man- 
ner as the Province of Holland does to the whole 
Body of the ſeven Provinces of that Repub- 
lick.

Several Ages had paſs'd before the Devil 
ever dreamt of making ſo good a Hand as he 


has done, of this Vice ; he never imagin'd ta 


wg. have 
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have brought it to this Perfection. The Ante- 


Diluvians never knew any other Liquor, than 


that which drown'd the World : They had 
corrupted their Ways in other Reſpects, but 
were temperate in their Palates. 


Noah was the firſt that experienced the pow- 


er of inebriating Liquors : his new Wine ſeiz'd 
his Head before he was aware. His Ignorance 
excuſed him from Guilt; yet the Devil took 
the Hint from what befel him, to improve 
the Experiment to his own Advantage. He 
nicely obſerv'd how it work'd upon him, and 
was glad to find that it heighten'd his Paſſions, 
and took away the Government of Reaſon, 
when he had moſt need on't. Yet the Sons 
of Noab on the other hand, ſeeing what Ef- 
fects the new-found Liquor had wrought upon 
their Father, were afraid to meddle with it:

Thus be: And I am afraid he 
has been as good as his Word.

Good-fellowſhip began to be a national Fail- 
ing in Great Britain. There have been ſome 
Interruptions ſince its firſt Beginning, but the 
cloſe and general Applications of theſe later 
Years, have made amends for that.

Dear Country Men, | 
HIS Letter comes to you from poor 
1 Sam. Bumper, an unfortunate Inhabi- 
tant of the Canton of Drunkards, who in his 
Time has had many a merry Bout on't, and. 
never dreamt of ever being troubled for it. 
after he had honeſtly paid his Shot : But this 
is to put my dear Country Men in mind, that 
there's another Reckoning beſides that of your 
Landladies, and that the Time will __— 
MO ut 
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Bur it is not for me to preach Temperance to 
others, who own myſelf to have been a noto- 
rious Tranſgreſſor of it: I only write this, to 
deſire you to have Pity on yourſelves, and of 
us too ; for I aſſure you we are great Sufferers 
already for want of Room: For you muſt 
conſider, that Free Drinking has been the 
darling Vice of England, and new Comers of 
late Years arrive here by whole Shoals. We 
ſent to our neighbouring Cantons, the Epicures, 
good Eaters, and Belly- Worſhippers, to fee if 
they would lett us ſome few Acres of their 
Territories: But they anſwered, That their 
Numbers were very great, and increag'd daily: 
more and more, ſo that they were in Appre- 
henſion of wanting Room for themſelves. 
*Tis above an hundred Years ſince we have 
been ſo much in Want of Elbow-room, that 
that not being able to ſtand on our Legs, we 
have been ſhovel'd up in great Heape, and. 
thoſe that were undermoſt, I am ſure had a 
hard Time on'e. Our Numbers ftill daily in- 
creaſing, oblig'd our Tenders to uſe fome 
Art and Forecaſt in piling us up : ſo that 
now we are form'd into ſo many regular Piles, 
exactly after the Model of your common 
Brick-Kitns, and are Ciſtinguiſh'd by that Name 
inſtead of Clans; fo that our Canton conſiſts of 
the Kiln of Soto, the Kiln of Topers, the Kitn of 
Tiplers, &c. | nr: 
e Theſe 
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. Theſe Kits are fram'd with great Art and 


Ingenuity ; ſo that every one ſuffers according 


to the Degree of his Fault. The hardeſt Time 


on't have thoſe we call the Archers, who ſtand 
in two Rows, Face to Face, with their Legs 
planted a Foot deep in the Ground ; their Bo- 
dies are bent *till their Heads meet, and are 
chained together, ſo as to make an Arch from 
one Side of the An to another. There are 
ſeveral Arches in a Ki/n, and under theſe the 
Fire is made ; for we are burnt not by cloſe, 
but open Kires. Theſe Arches are common- 
ly made of thoſe, whom they call the Devil's 
Martyrs, who deſtroy their Health and Con- 
ſtitution by Drinking, and ſo diſpatch them- 
ſelves ſome Years before their Time. We 
pretend, that theſe by Right, ſhould belong 


to the Clan f Self- Murderers : We formerly 


had a Law-Suit with them, but loſt it for 
want of ſecuring the Jury in Time, The 


reſt-of the K:/z is laid ſo, that every one may 


have his Share of the Fire according to his 
Guilt.

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Occaſions. Theſe are reckon'd the moſt far 


vourable Places of all ; and of theſe I have the 
Fortune to be one : Theſe are counted the 
beſt Places, becauſe we have the Benefit of 
the Air, and can look about us; for all the 
relt are cloſe plaiſter' d up to keep in the 
Heat. Tho' now and then we ſuffer a little 
by our Office, and get a Knock o'the Pate 
by ſome of the ſurly Devils that attend us ; 
tor you muſt know, that the Devils are of as 
different Humours as Men; for the moſt part 
they are croſs and barbarouus to us; but you 
ſhall meet with here and there one that's an 
honeſt Devil enough. I have pick'd out a 
truſty one amongſt them, that does me many 
a good Turn; *tis he that writes this for me, 
which I ſend to my dear Country Men, to let 
them know what they have to truſt to, if they 
have any Thoughts of coming hither. I have

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you here, *twere another Matter, for we are 
all upon the Level, as to matter of Quality : 
For my part, I am ſpread flat upon the Back 
of a fat Baron; tho? the next to him is but a 
Tinker : The next but one above me, is a 
Baronet; and my Left hand Man was a *Squire 
of four Thouſand a Year, who lies between a 
London Porter and an Oyſter Woman. I 
have much improv'd myſelf in ſo much good 
Company, have learnt ſomething of Decorum, 
and know my Diſtance when I addreſs to Per- 
ſons of Quality yet in the World : I will there- 
fore let Preaching alone, and only for your 
Paſtime, tell you what Harangues I make to 
myſelf, when J daily inveigh againſt my own 
Madneſs and Folly. Oh Sam, ſay I, where 
was thy Wit and Senſe, in ſpending thy whole 
Life in drinking, and moiſtening thy Clay, 
thus to fill a place in the Devil's Brick-Kiln, 
there to burn to all Eternity! For indeed we 
may truly be call'd Bricks, and as hot and 
dry J am ſure, as ever any that e' er were 
burnt, and have not one Drop to quench our 
Thirſt. What could move thee, fooliſh Wretch! 
to be guilty of ſo much Madneſs ? Perhaps the 
Liquor taſted well, and went down pleaſantly. 
What a poor and mean Sort of Pleaſure is this 
for a rational Creature to damn himſelf for ? 
4 Reaſon was weak indeed, that could not 
make thee forbear, when thou knew'ſt _—

what Terms it was forbidden thee to drink it 
toExceſs. The ſillieſt Brute in the whole Crea- 
tion acts more wiſely than this. A hungry 
Dog loves his Meat, and feels the ſame ſenſible 
Pleaſure in it, as thou in thy Liquor ; yet will 
forbear it, tho' never ſo much in his Power, 
when he knows he muſt be beaten for it. But 
thou, Simpleton! could'ſt not refrain, when 
thou knew'ſt very well, it would coſt thee 
eternal Flames. Was there ever a Mad-man 
in Bedlam, if thou wert in thy Wits? Was 
there ever a Fool in the World, if thou wert 
wiſe? Then, ſo often to make a Beaſt of thy 
ſelf, and expoſe thy Folly to all the World! 
Thou wert indeed a pretty Fellow for a pub- 
lick Officer, to do Juſtice upon others, who 
ſo much deſerved'ſt it thyſelf, (for to my 
Shame be it ſpoken, I was a Conſtable a whole 
Year, and for ſeveral Years Clerk of the Pa- 
rſh.) And how had'ſt thou the Confidence 
to ſit under the Noſe of God's holy Miniſter, 
and open that Mouth in the Houſe of God 
in the Name of the People, who had ſeen it 
ſo often defil'd and reeking in thy beaſtly Ex- 
ceſſes!

Here preſent you with the Account. which Au- 


thors give of Mercury, taking the Liberty here 
and there, as Occaſion ſerves, to intermingle 
my own marginal Notes, with Deſign after- 
wards to give you the true Hiſtory. 
Mercury was the Son of Fupiter and Mia 
Daughter to Atlas; for which Reaſon they ſa- 
crificed to him in the Month of May, Jo” 
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Milk and Honey, (the Occaſion of this was 
given by the Love I had tor roaſted Veal, and 
my being a great devourer of Syllabubs, Cuſ- 
tards, and all kind of ſweet Things.) His Face 
waspartly dark and partly clear, becauſe he con- 
vers'd ſometimes with the celeſtial Gods, ſome- 
times with the infernal ones. (Some Grounds 
there were for this.) He attended on dying 
Perſons, unlooſed their Souls from the Chains 
of their Bodies, and convey'd them to Hell. 
He uſed wing'd Shoes call'd Talaria, and a 
wing'd Hat call'd Petaſus : Being the Mefien- 
ger of the Gods, ought not only to run but to 
fly. Whilſt Juno once gave him Suck, his 
Mouth being too full, it run cut upon the 
Heavens, and cauſed that eniighten'd Part of it, 
called from thence Via Lactea, the Milky- Way. 
He ſwept the Room where the Gods ſup'd, 
and made their Beds. (Indeed, it's true, I 
liv'd ſometime in Jupiter's Houſe, in Quality 
of Butler, but never was his Chamber-Maid.) 
On the Day he was born, he ſtole ſo ne of Ad- 
metus's Cattle, when Apollo was Keeper, turn'd 
Battus into a Stone for betraying him to him- 
felf. He ſtole Apollo's Arrows, and Fulcan's 
Tools out of his Shop, Lenus's Girdle, Jupiter's 
Scepter, and would have ſtolen his Thunder, 
only for Fear of burning his Fingers. (For 

theſe waggiſſi Exploits, they have compli- 
mented me with the honourable Title of the 
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God of Thieves. And ſome will tell you, that 
for theſe petty Larcenies I was burnt in the 
Cheek, at the Aſſizes, and to conceal the 
Matter, I wore for ſome Time a black Silk 
Patch on the ſtigmatiz'd Side, which gave 
Occaſion to their Fancy in ſaying that my 
Face was partly dark and partly clear: But I 
remember nothing of all this, and therefore 
it muſt be ſome other Mercury, and not I.) 
He was the Inventor of Letters, Contracts, 
Weights and Meaſures, of Buying, Selling and 
Trafficking; hence the Name of Mercury, trom 
Merces or Mercium Cura. He was noted for 
making Peace; his Rod, calPd Caduceus, had 
the Faculty of reconciling Adverſaries : He 
put it between two Serpents that were fight- 
ing, and they preſently ſtuck to his Rod, and 
embrac*d each other, and were for ever after 
good Friends, 

They tell a ſcandalous Story of me concern- 
ing one Lora, the Truth whereot I muſt not 
leave the World any longer in Ignorance of. 
Jupiter, they tell you, being enamour'd at the 
Sight of the Nymph Faturna, Siſter to Turnus, 
entertain*d a Deſign of honouring her with the 
uſual Marks of his Love ; but the being un- 
willing, fled bis Embraces, as often as he ap- 
proach'd her, by ſecuring herſelf, and playing 
at Bo-peep with him in the River Hier. Up- 
on which Jupiter gave Orders to all the Wa- 

ter 
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ter Nymphs of that River to forbid her enter- 
ing into their Streams. But this ſame Lara, 
one of them diſcover'd the Matter to Fun, 
either on Purpoſe, or blab'd it out, being in- 
capable of containing the Secret. Jupiter en- 
rag' d at this, immediately ſtruck her dumb, 
ſome ſay he cut out her Tongue, and gave 
Orders to Mercury to carry her forthwith to 
the Stygian Lake in Hell. But Mercury on 
his Way, being taken with her Beauty, raviſh'd 
her, and had by her two Twins, whom he 
calPd Lares. Theſe were ador'd as Houthold 
Gods, Protectors of Houſes and Towns, pre- 
ſiding alſo over the Streets and High- Ways, 
to whom they ſacrificed Incenſe and Honey. 

Thus the Poets. E729 
The Truth of the Matter was this. This 
Lara was nothing in the World but a Water 
Spaniel, and an excellent Bitch ſhe was, and 
as good a Watch Cur as ever was whelp'd. 
This Juturna was a Fiſherman's Daughter, 
that rented about a League or two of the River, 
and us'd to be every Day upon it, with moſt 
of his Family, in a Boat a Fiſhing with Nets. 
As Jupiter one Day went that Way a Duck 
hunting, he eſpied Juturna on the River Bank 
gathering ſome Flowers: She ſeeing him coming 
to lay hold of her, eſcap'd to her Father's Boat, 
and got out of his Reach. Jupiter was re— 
lolv*d to watch her better the next Time he 
C2 Went 
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went that Way. Within a Day or two he went 
to retrieve his Game; he was ſtealing upon her 
behind a Hedge, but Lara, that was with him, 
unluckily leap'd over the Fence, fell a barking 
and diſcover'd the Plot. Jupiter cries to me to 
hold her, and muzzle her, but all too late, the 
Game was fluſh'd and fled away. Being in a 
Rage at this Diſappointment, and vex'd at the 
innocent Bitch, order'd me to hang her up forth- 
with; I carried her out of his Sight, and pre- 
tended to haveobey'd his Orders. But knowing 
her to be an excellent Spaniel, I was willing to 
have ſome of her Breed before I executed the 
Law upon her. I procur'd a very good Dog for 
her, and had a Litter of Whelps that anſwer'd 
my Expectation. I rear'd two of them, and 
call'd them Lares, a latrando. They proved ex- 
cellent Houſe Dogs, and every body coveted to 
have ſome of the Breed. From whence the fan- 
taſtical Poets have father'd them on me, and 
made Houſhold Gods of them; and ſacrificed 
incenſe and Honey to them, whereas in reality, 
nothing was ever offer'd to them, whilſt they 
lived, but Bones, Cruſts and Porridge. 

The Story of J is rather too long for the 
End of this Paper; but ſince I am ſaid to have 
acted a conliderable Part in it, I muſt not 
omit it. That which fabulous Authors make 
of it, is ſo well known, that I ſhall paſs it 
over, and only tell you in ſhort the Matter 


of Fact, and plain Truth. 
Jupiler 
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Jupiter having caſt a wanton Eye upon Jo, 
the Daughter of an old Barge-man, whoſe 
Name was Inachus, he gain'd her Conſent and 
brought her Home with him ; and having hid 
her in one of his Cow-houſes, often took Oc- 
caſion to go that way, as he pretended, to ſce 
an Heifer, he had put there to feed. Juno at 
laſt, ſuſpecting ſomething more than ordinary, 
follow'd her good Man, as he went to viſit his 
Cattle. Having enter'd, he was turning back 
to ſecure the Door, when he ſees his cear 
Spouſe at his Heels, which put him in ſome 
Conſternation. He was going to ſhut the 
Door againſt her; but ſhe expoltulating the 
Caſe with him, could not be prevail'd upon 
to be ſhut out. After a little Search, ſhe ſoon 
found out Brownin, who had made her a Neſt 
in the Hay, which might have conceal'd hey 
from any thing, but the piercing Eye of a 
jealous Wife. Juno's Wrath begun to kindle 
in her Breaſt, and was preparing a loud Peal 
for the Thunderer, but ſuddenly check'd it, 
and thought ſhe might give Vent to her Cha- 


grin as well by Raillery on this Occaſion, as 


by the ſharpeſt Invectives. Is this your Cow, 
Jupiter, ſays ſhe? *Tis indeed a pretty fleck 


Beaſt. Whereat ſhe took her to the Light, and 


with a ſcornful Eye, ran over her Shape and 


Features. My Dear, ſaid ſhe, thou mult pre- 
ſent me with this pretty Maiden Heifer, *cwill 
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ſoon be a Grace to my Dairy; without expect- 
ing an Anſwer, (for 7ove was indeed wholly 
dumb.) She immediately ſent a Servant with her 
to a retired Place, under the Keeping of an old 
Country Fellow call'd Argus, whom ſhe charged 
to keep her cloſe, and let no body ſee her. This 
[Argus liv'd in a loneſome Cottage, and us'd to 
{it all Day in a little Porch he had to his Houſe, 
making Wicker Baſkets. Upon the Occaſion of 
this Charge he was entruſted with, he bored 
a matter of an Hundred little peeping Holes 
on all Sides of his Porch, that he might have 
timely View of all that approach'd his Cottage, 
and fo take Care to ſecure his "Truſt. At 
laſt, after much Scrutiny, Jupiter learn'd the 
Place of her Cuſtody, and employs Mercury 
to contrive her Delivery. I dreſt myſelf like 
a Country Fellow, and was going with a 
Firkin of Brandy acroſs my Shoulders, to a 
Wake, that was then to be kept at a Vil- 
lage hard by. I had the ill Luck to loſe my 
Way, and for Information I made up to this 
Cottage of Argus. Upon my Approach, 1s 
was ſecur'd under a double Lock. Having 
enquir'd the Way, and after the exchange of 
ſome civil Words with the old Guardian, 
I beg*d Leave to fit with him in his Porch to 
reſt me. I was mightily pleaſed with. every 
thing he ſaid, and could not forbear giving 
him aTaſte of my Liquor : I was ſo generoys of 
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it, that it was not long before it ſeiz'd his Head, 
and I took care ſoon to talk him into a profound 
Sleep. I took the Key out of his Pocket, and 
deliver'd the impriſon'd Damſcl, and remov'd 
her to a more convenient Lodging. I have no 
Reaſon to value myſelf on the Part I acted in 
this Paſſage. Caſuiſtry in thoſe Days was little 
thought of; I little conſider'd the Evil there was 
in concurring to another Man's Sin. 

To lead my Reader into the ſecret Hiſtory 
of my own Life, which I ſhalt give him with 
all Truth, Brevity and Perſpicuity imaginable, 
I muſt begin it with a Word or two of my Fa- 
ther Jupiters Way of Living. His Rapcs, 
Inceſts, Adulteries, or to comprehend all in 
your modern Phraſe, his Amours, are ſo well 
known, that it is to no Purpoſe for me out of 
Duty to conceal them. He was become the 
common Terror to all Maids, Wives and 
Widows in Crete : So that like a Fowler that 
has too long accuſtom'd the Birds to all his 
Tricks and Snares, he was ſorc'd to go farther 
abroad in purſuit of new Game. The Famc 


of the Arcadian Beauties, invited him into 


that neighbouring Iſland of Peloponneſus. He 


promiſed himſelf much Happineſs amongſt 


the Nymphs and Shepherdeſſes of Arca- 
dia. Amongſt theſe none were more cele- 
brated than the ſeven Daughters of an old 
Almanack-maker call'd 4r/as, who uſed to 
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be all Night Star-gazing on the Top of a 
Mountain, whilſt his Daughters were left ex- 
poſed to Night-Walkers. Which Opportu- 
nity our watchful Lover made uſe of, to ſe- 
duce one of them call'd Maia, who was ſur- 
priz'd by him as ſhe was walking late in the 
Evening upon the Mountain of Cyllene, of 
whom he had that precious Offspring, I am 
going to give Account of. When I was fit to 
be carried fo far, Jupiter ſent for me Home to 
Crete, having ſeen ſomething in me, foreboding 
the good Services I ſhould do him afterwards. 
His Wife Juno, as you may well imagine, 
had no great K indneſs for her Husband's Baſt- 
ards ; yet what may be the Reaſon, it is not 
tor me to ſay ; but let it be what it will, ſhe 
took a Liking to me as ſoon as ſhe ſaw me, 
and was ſo fond, that ſhe muit needs ſuckle 
me herſelf. But the Honey-Moon was quick- 
5 over. I remember J have ſeen an old ſpang- 
led Sky-colour'd Petticoat of hers, that had 
a large Stain on the fore-part of it, from Top 
to Bottom; which Miſchiet I was charged with, 
in kidling upon it, either with Milk, or ſome 
ſuch thing: I can never look at the Jia Lactea 
in the Heavens, but it puts me in Mind, how 
I was whip'd for making it. This Accident 
it was that firſt changed Juno's Affection, 
and loſt me her Favour, and my manifold un- 


lucky Tricks afterwards thoroughly _ 
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ed her in her Diſſaffection to me. I have often 
heard her twitting Jupiter with them, and tell- 


ing him, that the unlucky Son of a Whore 


Mercury, had done her more Miſchief than all 
his other Baſtards together; he had ſpoil'd her 
blue Petticoat, cut off her Peacock's Tail, and 
made away with one of the prettieſt Cows in 
her Dairy. I muſt needs own I was top-tull 
of roguiſh Tricks, when I was a Boy : But 
Jupiter obſerving ſomething of Wit and Cun- 


ning in them, lik'd me never the worſe on that 


Account, and kept me in his Family, tho' he 
kick'd his legitimate Son Vulcan out of Doors: 
becauſe, to tell the Truth, he was but a clumſy 
awkard ſort of a Lad. The poor Fellow to get 
a Livelihood, was forc'd to bind himſelf Ap- 
prentice to a Blackſmith; and proving a pret- 


ty good Workman, Jupiter ſet him up, and 


employ'd him to work tor his Family, to ſhoe 


his Horſes, and point his Arrows, Sc. How- 
ever, Juno, after this, could never give me a 


good Word; it vex'd her to the Heart, to ſce 
her own Son turn'd out, and I kept as a Fa- 
vourite in ſpite of her Noſe : Tho' | was only 
in Quality of a Servant, ſometimes Butler, 
ſometimes Foot- boy, to run of Errands and 
Howd'ye's,. in which Capacity I always gave 
very good Content : for I was ever reckon'd 
the belt Footman in Crete. Beſides I was very 
ingenious at making i Sorts of Gimcracks. 

3. 
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At twelve Years old I invented the Top and 
Whirlegig; and gain'd the Favour of the Maid 
Servants, by making them pretty carv'd Buſks, 
Apple-Scopes and Nut-Crackers, of my own 
Invention. Moreover I got the Love and Eſ- 
teem of all the Family and Neighbourhood, 
by many ingenious Accompliſhments. I play'd 
very well on a muſical Inſtrument invented by 
myſelf. I could play ſeveral Tunes upon the 
Tongs. I was very good at a Morrice-Dance 
and Stage-play, and won many a Prize at Cud- 
gels and Quarter-ſtaff, I perform'd ſeveral 
jugling Tricks by Slight of Hand, which 
gain'd me much Reputation. I commonly 
carried a white Wand in my Hand, attribut- 
ing all the Tricks I did, to the Virtue of that 
Rod. 

Theſe and ſuch like, were the Accompliſh- 
ments of my Youth ; but afterwards I grew 
more ſcrious, and apply'd myſelf to more im- 
portant Employments. I betook myſelf to 
Study and Speculation, and became the Au- 
thor of many great Improvements in ſeveral 
Arts and Sciences. 1 contributed much to the 
civilizing Mankind, and being beneficial to 
one another by the Exchange of Goods ; and 
was the firſt that put them in a regular Me- 
thod of Trafick and Commerce, and of the 
Patron of Merchants and Shop-keepers : The 
Poets have made me the God of Thieves. The 

learned 
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learned World are alſo beholden to me for the 
Invention of Letters, and from hence ſome 
have thought I have obtain'd the Title of Ce 
of Thieves, from the Number of Plagiarics a- 
mongſt Auzhors. 

Having given this ſhort Account of myſelf, 
I ſhall conclude this Paper, with ſome farther 
Account of the Concerns of our Family. To 
make ſome amends for what I have laid to my 
Father Jupiter's Diſadvantage, I mult here let 
the World know, that it's indebted to him for 
many uſeful Improvements. He conduc'd much 
to thepoliſhing of Mankind, and bringingthem 
into civil Society and the Government ot Laws. 
Bating only that failing of his Amours, he was 
Maſter of excellent Qualities, and above all, 
was a very kind Brother to Neptune and Pluto. 
According to the Contract between Ttan and 
Saturn, nothing could be ſettled on the young- 
er Sons, and therefore it went very hard with 
them. My Uncle Neptune was forc'd to get 
his Living by breaking Horſes. Pls turn'd 
Miner, and thriv'd pretty well, but was forc'd 
to work hard for it: But when Jupiter got into 
Poſſeſſion of his Eſtate, he ſettled fix ſcore 
Pound a Year upon his Brother Neptune, and a 
hundred a Year upon Pluto. My Grand- 
Mother Ops had a great Hand in procuring 
this for them. ; 
Neptune had a very pretty Scat, with ſeveral 
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large Fiſh-Ponds belonging to it, well ſtock'd 
with Fiſh ; and he very much improv'd his 
Income thereby. I never went to ſee him but 
always found him with a Baſket at his Back- 
{ide and a Three-fork*'d Spear on his Shoulder, 
wherewith he would very dexterouſly ſtrike the 
Fiſh as he went along the Edge of the Water. 

My Uncle Pluto was an honeſt, blunt ſort 
of a Fellow : His Eſtate lay towards the Weſt 
of Crete ; in which he had the good Luck to 
iind a very good Coal-Work ; and being a 
very careful and induſtrious Man, he would 
oiten go down himſelf into his Pits, and ſome- 
times even work at them himſelf; and then 
coming out with his black Face amongſt his 
Colliers, the Boys would hoot at him, and call 
him the King of Hell. He afterwards ſet up 
tor an Undertaker of Funerals, and being often 
{cen at Burials, ordering his black Equipage, 
and ranking his Mourners, he got the Nick- 
name of the Grim King of th?

By theſe 
and the following Words, Epimenedes had no 
more Wit, than to write a Satire upon his own 
Countrymen. Bur I would aſk this Corre- 
ſpondent of mine, could I ſee him, by what 
Logick he ſeems to conclude, that becauſe 
ſuch a Nation is given to ſuch a Vice, there- 
fore every Individual of that Nation muſt ſtand 
guilty of it. Let it here ſuffice fo acquaint 
my Readers, that Mercury is one, that ſcorns 
to tella Lie : You may as ſoon find out the 
Philoſopher's Stone, as a Lie in theſe Papers, 
tho* you ſearch from the firſt to the laſt of 
them. All the wonderful Accounts you ſhall 
read therein, ſhall be all over Truth, either 
true Hiſtory or true Fable. And it ſhall be 
the Reader's own Fault, if he be deceived in 
believing what I ſay. After this Declaration, I 
ſhall now with an eaſy Conſcience, proceed to 
ive an Account of my preſent State. 

I tell it not here as a Piece of News, that

I ſometimes ſpend my 
Time in the Company of Men, ſometimes in- 
viſible, ſometimes in a viſible Form. So that 
I have a competent Knowledge of the preſent 
Affairs, Manners and Cuſtoms of Mankind; 
eſpecially in Great Britain, where I have been 


pretty 
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tty converſant of late Years. For theſe 
eaſons I was thought the propereſt Perſon 
to undertake the Publiſhing theſe Accounts. 
The preſent Place of my Reſidence, which 
T call my proper Home, I cannot acquaint 
you with, without communicating to you a 
wonderful Secret, as yet never diſcover'd, in 
full, to any Mortal, which nevertheleſs I am 
permitted here to diſcloſe, and which I am 
now going to do without the leaſt Reſerve.

JF Had Yeſterday the Honour of an unexpect- 

ed Viſit from the once Queen of Sheba : 
who upon hearing the Fame of a great Mo- 
narch, that has made a great Noiſe in the 
World of late Years, had the Curioſity to ſee 
what Remains were left of him in the Mercu- 
rial Planet. I ſhew'd her his chief Palace, 
which is now in my Poſſeſſion : She made very 
judicious 
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judicious Remarks thereof ; and by what ſhe 
ſaw here and elſewhere, ſhe took Notice, that 
the modern Artiſts excelPd the Ancients, in a 
Happineſs of Fancy to pleaſe the Eye in the 
ornamental Part of Architecture, Gardening, 
Water-works, Furniture, &c. But added, that 
of latter Ages, there appear*d no ſuch great, 
noble, and magnificent Works, as ſome of 
thoſe in former Times.

I concluded, that to 
converſe perſonally with one of ſo wonderful 
a Genius, who had beſtow'd his Time upon 
ſo important a Search, could not but be an ex- 
traordinary Improvement to me. I took ſome 
Time beforehand, to collect all the curious 
ueſtions and difficult Points I could think of, 
which I deſired to be ſatisfied in, and compos'd 
ſome Enigma's in Verſe, to make Trial of his 
penetrating Wit. This, Mercury, and to learn 
of him the Knowledge of the true and only 
God, was the End I propoſed to myſelt in 
that Journey, that was fo much talk'd of. 
Madam, ſaid I, as to the End of the Jour- 
ney, it needs no Apology, ſince it has been 
tommended by the divine Perſon you juſt now 
cited.

They tell us, that one Tamerin, a 
Merchant, that traffick*d to Jeruſalem, gave 
you Account of the Wonders of Solomon's 
Reign, of his Wiſdom and Worſhip of one 
true God : That you came with ſuch Pomp 
and Retinue, as rais'd great Wonder in Jeru- 
ſalem itſelf, even then in the Height of its 
Glory : That you ſtaid there ſeven Months, 
and had frequent Conferences with Solomon, 
and had learnt all you deſired to know of him, 
and had full Satisfaction in all the intricate 
Queſtions and Enigma's you propoſed to him:

However *tis a Surprize to me, to ſee us 
ſpoke of, as if we were ſtill Gods, and our 
ridiculous Actions mention'd and hinted at 
by Chriſtian Poets, as if they were real Truths. 
Has none of them been able to erect a Ma- 
chinery of their own, without being beholden 
to Paganiſm for it? Were a Man to judge 
by the Writings of your modern Poets, one 
would be apt to think, that their Belief as 
well as the Practice of their Lives, were ſtill 
Pagan. But here's fine Work indeed, that 
Mercury muſt preach Chriſtianity to thoſe 
who call themſelves Chriſtians ! 

I am very willing to comply with this 
Gentleman's Requeſt, in putting Things 
in a true Light; and that you may have a 
right Notion of the Heathen Gods, I muſt 
tell you once again, they were mere Men, like 
yourſelves; and had they now a Being amongſt 
you, theſe had been their juſt Characters. Ju- 
piter was an intriguing Gallant, Mars a Bully, 
Bacchus a good Fellow, Apollo a Beau, Juno 
a jealous Shrew, troubled with the Vapours, 
Venus a Coquet, to ſay no worſe, Minerva a 
Prude, Diana a goſſiping Romp, that rid a 
Hunting with a lac'd Coat, Hat and Feather.

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My own Character I have already given you 
at large, elſewhere. | 

As for thoſe Paſſages which my Corre- 
ſpondent ſpeaks of, I ſhall firſt give you them 
out of the Poets, leſt ſome of my Readers 
might have loſt them out of their Memories 
and others perhaps never had them there. I 
will begin with that of Leda, who they tell 
you, was deceiv'd by Jupiter transforming 
himſelf into the Shape of a Swan, which be- 
ing on Purpoſe purſu'd by an Eagle, fled to 
Leda for Protection, and by that Means our 
Lover obtain'd his End.

Others ſay that Caſtor 
and Pollux came out of one, and Helena and 
Clytemneſtra out of the other, and ſome have 
added a third Siſter out of the ſecond Egg, 
and call her Timandra: Others again poſitively 
afirm, that ſhe lay*'d but one, out of which 
came Pollux and Helena, and that ſhe brought 
forth the other two after the ordinary Way, as 
being begot by her own Husband. 

Now the Grounds of all this Pother, came 
indeed from an odd Adventure enough, which 
happened in this Manner. 
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Jupiter could no more turn himſelf into a 
Swan, than my Reader can exchange Shape 


with a Graſs-hopper. The Truth was, he 


went to Leda in a new white Dimothy Frock. 
Jupiter you muſt know had many Baſtards 
father'd upon him, and indeed more than he 
was able or willing to maintain: And ſome- 
times he came to Trouble on this Account. 
As he was one Day a Fox-Hunting in the 
Dreſs I mention'd, the Bum-Bailiffs had No- 
tice of it, and he to avoid them, flept into a 
Cottage belonging to one Tyndarus, who was 


Juſt gone to Town to cry Matches. He ever 


ſuſpected his Wife, after he had heard that 
Jupiter had been at his Houſe, He counted 
her Time for her, who unluckily was brought 
to bed, juſt nine Months after, of two fine 
Twins. The poor Fellow was much out of 
Humour at it, and vex'd at the Charge that 
was likely to come upon him, told his Wife 
that he was ſure Jupiter was their Father, and 
ſwore he ſhould maintain them. He carries 
them to Town, puts them into a Baſket, 
lulls them aſleep; puts ſome Egg-ſhells over 
them, ſhuts them cloſe up, gives them to a Por- 
ter, and orders him to carry them as a Preſent 
to Juno: Bids him carry the Baſket upright 
and very gingerly, for, ſays he, *tis full of 
new-laid Eggs, and pray' take Care they be 
not broken : This he did that he might ot 
| awake 
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awake the ſleeping Infants, and ſo diſcover 
the Plot. I will leave the Reader to imagine 
how Juno behaved herſelf at this Conjuncture. 
The Truth of the Matter was ſoon found 
out: But to make the Jeſt the better, it was 
currently ſaid that the Children came out of 
the Eggs. And whenever Leda was brought 
to Bed afterwards, *twas ſaid that Leda had 
laid another Egg. Jupiter was forc'd to main- 
tain the Brats, which he call'd Pollux and Ve- 
lena, and it fell to my Lot to find 'em out a 
Nurſe.

She quits her Throne, and in a yellow Cloud 
Approach'd the Palace; nor diſmiſs'd the Shrowd, 
Till ſhe had wrinkled her ſmooth Face, and made 
Her Head all grey : While creeping Feet convey'd 
Her crooked Limbs, her Voice ſmall, weak, and 
hearſe, 
Like Beroe of Epidaure her Nurſe. 
Long talking , at the Mention of Jove's Name, 
She /igh'd and ſaid, pray Heav'n it prove the ſame! 
Zet muſt I fear : for many oft beguile 
With that Pretext, and chaſteſt Beds defile. 
Thought Jove, that's not enough. Give he a Sign 
Of his Affection if be be Divine, , 
Suc 
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Such and ſo mighty, as when Pleaſure warms 
His melting Boſom in high Juno's Arms; 
With thee ſuch and ſo mighty let bim lie, 
Deck'd with the Enſigns of his Deity. 

Thus ſhe advis'd the unſuſpetting Dame, 

Who begs a Boon of Jove without a Name. 

To whom the God: Chuſe, and thy Choice poſſeſs. 


He ſwears by Styx to grant her Petition, 
and is ready to hang himſelf when he knew 
what it was ſne demanded: For the Misfor- 
tune on't was, as my Author remarks, ſhe 
could not unwiſh, nor he unſwear. He came 
to her in Thunder and Lightning, of the mild- 
eſt Sort he had; but for all that could not hin- 
der it-from burning her to Aſhes: He ſnatch'd 
out the Child, of which ſhe had gone ſeveral 
Months, and ſews it up in his Thigh, till its 
full Time was expir'd. This Paſſage is ſpoke 
of by all the Poets with great Veneration, and 
ſome will tell you with all the Aſſurance ima- 
ginable, that they have ſeen Jupiter's great 
Breeches, which were upon this Occaſion wi- 
den'd out above half a Yard at the left Knee. 
But the Truth of the Matter in ſhort was this. 

Semele was Daughter to oneCadmus a Tooth- 
Drawer, who marry'd her to an honeſt good- 
natur'd Fellow, in the neighbouring Iſland of 
Crete, who liv'd in the Neighbourhood of Ju- 
piter, who at that Time was complimented 
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with the Office of a Judge. This honourable 
Poſt could not cure him of the natural Incli- 
nation he had of coveting his Neighbour's 
Wife. By the Help of his Purſe, he made 
ſome Viſits to Semele in Diſguiſe, and even the 

r Creature herſelf knew not who he was, 
But at laſt the Intrigue was found our. Juno 
you may be ſure had a hand in this Diſcovery, 
but would not expoſe her Huſband. Semele 
was caught, but the Gallant eſcap'd undetect- 
ed. She was brought to her Trial before him, 
and convicted, whom he in his Robes and 
Furs was oblig'd to ſentence to be burn'd ac- 
cording to the Law of the Country. She 
pleaded her big Belly; was repriev'd for a 
Time. The Lover in Diſguiſe contriv'd to 
be nigh her at her Lying-in, got hold of the 
Babe, and convey'd it away in his Trowſers, 
that were then very much worn in Crete. 

The Story of Minerva's Birth is ſtill more 
wonderful. She was born, as they tell you, 
out of Fupiter's Brain; and Vulcan did the 
Feat of the Delivery, by a Stroke of his Ham- 
mer. Juno likewiſe was diſcontented at this 
Way of Proceeding in her Huſband, and to 
fit him, ſhe was reſolv'd to have a Child too, 
without any Thanks to him for it ; and ſhe 
compaſs'd her Deſign, by ſmelling at a Flow- 
er, that was preſented to her by the Goddeſs 
Flora; and by that Means ſhe brought _ 
5 . 1 
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the God Mars. I cannot ſet this Paſſage in a 
true Light with any certain Aſſurance ; but 
this I know very well; that Juno had at that 
Time a handſome young Fellow for her Foot- 
man, whom ſhe called Lz/ly, recommended to 
her Service by Flora. It this be the true In- 
terpretation of the Matter, who will not think 
Jupiter rightly ſerv'd, to wear the honourable 
Badge on his own Brows, which he had ſo 
often planted on thoſe of others 

As for the Birth of Minerva out of Jupiter's 
Brain, this Myſtery is eaſily unridled. Jupiter 
you muſt know was now and then troubled 
with the Vapours to a high degree; and one 
Fit nobody could perſuade him, but that he 
had a Child growing in his Head, that he felt 
it jump, and now and then would ſqueak and 
cry. When we ſaw that his Diſtemper was 
gone to that Pitch of Madneſs, that all the 
Arguments in the World could not diſpoſſeſs 
him of this unaccountable Fancy ; we thought 
beſt to humour him in it, and deſired to know 
how long he counted. The Time being come, 
we put him to Bed, and brought Yu/can to 
him, who pretended to very great Skill in 
Midwifry, and told him that he had deliver- 
ed God knows how many Perſons in his Con- 
dition, without the leaſt Difficulty. He came 
behind him, takes hold of his Head, gives 
him a good Knock with his Hammer, which 
| E 3 almoſt 
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almoft ſtunn'd him. Tis, who ſtood behind 
him with a little Child in her Apron, at 
the ſame Time cunningly gives it a Finch, 
makes it cry, then with Joy preſents it to be 
view'd by Jupiter, who received upon it the 
Compliments of all for his ſafe Delivery. 

The Metamorphoſis in Ovid are very nume- 
rous, and many of them of his own Invention. 
Many by their Blunders and Miſtakes, gave 
Occaſion to the Poets to ſhew their Talent in 
Fiction, The Story of Daphne turned into a 
Laurel Tree, proceeded only from this Acct- 
dent. Apolio her Sweet-heart was paſſing late 
in the Evening by her Father's Houle, and he 
thought he ſaw her ſtanding by herſelf in the 
Garden, he jumps over the Hedge, and catches 
hold of her as he thought, but found he had 
nothing in his Arms but a white Apron, that 
was hung out upon a Laurel to dry. 

When my Uncle Neptune was grown in 
Years, and decayed in his Eye-ſight, he fell 
in love with a young Woman called Coronis. 
When I was once walking with him in the 
Fields, he thought he ſaw his Sweet-heart ſit- 
ing on a Bank-ſide, but it proved to be no- 
thing but a Crow, perch'd upon the Stump of 
a Tree, and the Crow he took for her black 
Hood ſhe was uſed to wear. I ſaw very well 
what it was, but ſaid nothing. When we ap- 
proached pretty nigh, up flies the Crow; HG 
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bobs, ſays the old Man, my Love is turn'd 
into a Crow. This gave occaſion to that for- 
mal Story among the Poets, of Caronis being 
turned into a Crow by Minerva, to avoid be- 
ing raviſh'd by Neptune. 

Thele true Accounts I have here given, may 
ſerve my Reader as a Maſter-key, to unlock 
molt of the other wonderful Myſteries, deli- 
vered down by your poetical Hiſtorians. And 
may ſerve as a convincing Proof of their preg- 
nant Wit and Invention, in giving ſuch inge- 
nious Turns to the commoneſt Paſſages that 
daily happen.

You may 
rely upon me, if at any time you have occa- 
ſion for my Service and Aſſiſtance, in making 
him ſome Return for his Civility to you. 

I ſhall give you all the Satisfaction I can, 
as to the two Points you deſire me to inform 
you of, viz. The Character of the Country I 
am in, and my preſent Employment in it. 

| Soon 
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Soon after I parted from you, I went to the

of Lucifer. Having inform'd his Majeſty of 
my Paſs, and Orders from the Secretary to 
diſpatch for Cacotopia, I ſaw no ſmall Joy and 
Satisfaction break forth in his Looks at that 
Name. Cacotopia] ſays he, what Pleaſure and 
Joy flow into my Heart and Bowels, at the 
Mention and Thoughts of that ſweet Place! 
Ramiel, thou art going to a Nation that ought 
on many Titles to be dear to us. Tis our 
Intereſt, nay our Glory, to keep that faithful 
People true to us. What Scourgings, what: 
Chaſtiſements has not that poor Nation un- 
dergone on our Account! yet have ſtill con- 
tinued their Affection to us. Nothing can 
ſhake their Reſolution of perſevering faithful 
in our Service, and true to our Intereſts. Vou 
ſee, Ramiel, what Numbers daily come from 
thence, and what a Figure that Natſon makes 
in our infernal Kingdoms. When you arrive 
there, be ſure you apply yourſelf, and often 
confer with Rimnon our chief Agent there, and 
follow his Inſtructions, he knows perfectly 
well the Genius of the People.

The Springs of all 
Motion are in the Hands of this Subaltern 
Deity : Every Hand, Foot, Head, Tongue 
and Heart in the whole Kingdom move at his 
Beck. *Tis this has made honat Men per- 

ured, Saints lye and cheat, State Minitters 

tray their Truſt, and great Patriots {ell their 
Country This God has many Temples, 
where he reſides in all Parts of the Country, 
which other Nations call Courts of Judicature: 
He is ſerved by a vaſt Number of Prieſts, in 
the Catotopian Language called Longorobitæ, 
9 — All Debates about Right, 
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Property and * are managed by theſe; 


who have made an Agreement among them- 
ſelves, that Right ſhall always be on his ſide 
that fees them beſt ; or to exprels it after then 
own Term of Art, for a Client to bleed well is 
a ſure Sign of a juſt Cauſe. For you muſt 
know each contending Client is taken apart, 
has his Vein opened by ſo artificial an Orifice, 
that the beſt and moſt ſpirituous Part of his 
Blood is let out : now this precious Liquor is an 
admirable Cordial to the thirſty Longorobitæ. 
Half a Score of them ſtand round the bleed- 
ing Party, every one with a China Diſh in his 
Hand, which in his turn he holds under the 
running Liquor, till it be full; or, inſtead of 
theſe, each of them with great Addreſs can 
make a convenient Receptacle in the Palm of 
his Hand, from whence they lick up the gol- 
den Cordial with inexpreſſible Greedineſs. The 
Client that's endued with ſuch a Conſtitution, 
that can afford to eject the greateſt Quantity 
of this rich Blood to the Longorobitæ, is ſure 
to be in the right. This Elixir has ſuch Vir- 
tue, that it improves every Faculty of Soul 
and Body; it gives Strength, Vigour and Ac- 
tivity to all the Limbs to trudge in a Cauſe; 
it brightens the Eyes to ſee Juſtice on one ſide, 
which never appeared before, and to ſpy an 
hundred Flaws on the other, which otherwiſe 
would have been inviſible ; it diffuſes ay 
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like Oyl, ſupplies all the Nerves and Springs 
of Invention, gives Volubility to the Tongue, 
makes it fluent and eloquent. But the Miſ- 

fortune is, the Clients have their Veins ke 
purpoſely open as long as poſſible, loſe their 
4 Subſtance, grow extreamly weak; the one is 
1 caſt, the other hardly able to ſtand on his 
| Legs. 
This Kingdom abounds with ingenious Au- 
thors, in almoſt every kind of Literature, 
who beſtow their utmoſt Labour and Induſ- 
try, in entertaining the Publick with their 
witty, polite and learned Writings : But the 
beſt on it is, if an Author have not ſome- 
| what of the Prophane, the Baudy, or the 
i Slanderous in his Works, the Want of Rea- 
i ders will ſoon convince him of the Want of 
Skill, in not ſuiting his Writings to the pre- 
| ſent Taſte of the Nation. In fine, there's 
| not a Country in the World that have writ 
more and better for our Intereſt than the Ca- 
cotopians: Atheiſm, Deiſm, Arianiſm, Free- 
7 thinking, Sc. have been gloriouſly maintain'd 
y in Cacotopia. It rejoices my Heart to ſee 
f them ſo ungratefully abuſe the ſingular Bleſ- 
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— ſings of Heaven, in dedicating their Wit and 
4 Abilities to the Service of Hell. 

You may farther judge of their Diſpoſition 
from the different Treatment Vice and Vir- 
tue meet with amongſt them: The former is 


courted, 
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courted, pamper'd and careſs'd, richly at- 
tir d and adorn'd, rides in Pomp and Tri- 
umph, whilſt poor diſtreſs'd Virtue is con- 
temn'd, diſcourag'd, ragged, ready to ſtarve, 
and aſham'd to ſhew her Face.

almoſt with the Din of Nonſenſical Talk and 
Bawling of Men, that have loſt all the little 
Realon they ever had : And then in commit- 
ting thoſe filthy Actions, which you know we 
Devils have a loathing for, and which even 
Men themſelves are aſhamed to be ſeen in, and 
which every modeſt Perſon is aſhamed to hear 
or ſpeak of. You ſee, my Friend, what I un- 
dergo for the good old Cauſe: Yet theſe 
beaſtly Enjoyments are ſo delightful to the 
Cacetopians, if they can but drink and ſmoke, 
een let their God keep his Heaven to him 
ſelf: This is a Paradiſe to them, and a few 
Years of this, is better to them than an Eter- 
nity of Heavenly Beatitude, and he's no true 
Cacotopian that will not forfeit this, and damn 
his Soul for Drink and Tobacco. Their un-

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Earth; but the Fellow had the good Luck 
to eſcape with little Hurt : The firſt Thing 
he did before he got upon his Legs, he put 
his Hand into his Pocket, and takes out a 
Pipe, an Inch and half long, and well 
viewing it, he holds it up, and flouriſhing it 
in the Air, expreſſes the Tranſport of Joy he 
was in, for ſo important a Preſervation ; with 
this joyful Exclamation to his Companions 
on the Top of the Hill; Safe and ſound, it 
is not broken, it is not broken.

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Loſs of Goods, Mortality of Men and Cattle, 
are too gentle Warnings for their ſtony 
Hearts, and not worth their Notice. 

Perhaps you may wonder how I contrive 
not to be difcover'd, by not praying to the 
Deity. This is the eaſieſt Matter of a thou- 
ſand: And one who knows Cacotopia will 
readily account for this Difficulty. Gene- 
rally ſpeaking the Cacotopians never pray : 
There are Millions of them that have never 
been ſeen on their Knees, unleſs it be once a 
Week for Faſhion Sake, for Prayer has the 
leaſt Share in the End of their Meeting.

HE firſt Part of the Letter I inſerted 

; - laſt Poſt, is plain Eugliſb, I hope the 
Cacotopians will take into ſerious Conſide- 
ration thoſe national Failings that were hinted 
at therein. The ſecond Part contains ſome 
Terms of Art that require Explication. In- 
carnado, Stripling, Decoy-Office, Decey-Men: , 
theſe are Names which I preſume the Reader 
is very little acquainted - with, Vou muſt 
therefore know, that to ſeduce others into 
Sin, is the Devil's own Prerogative, - whereof 
you muſt allow him to be as jealous as others 
are of theirs.

No, in the fifth 
Year of his Reign he was convey'd to Pontus 
by Belial himſelf who indeed over-acted his 
Part, otherwiſe he might have continued it 
longer, before he provok'd the Senate to de- 
cree his Death. Two Years after which, the 
true Nero his Stripling, made his Eſcape to 
Ttaly, declar'd himſelf the true Emperor and 
true Nero, but could not obtain Credit to a 
Story ſo ſeemingly incredible. He rais'd an 
Army to recover his Right, but was beaten 
and ſlain by Galba.

duce Mankind, be our true, rightful, and in- 
diſputable Prerogative; yet upon mature 
Conſideration, and out of our paternal Af- 
tection to you, we thought fit to commu- 
nicate to you this our Power and Preroga- 
tive, and do by Virtue of theſe Preſents com- 
municate to you this Power, which ſhall be 
of the ſame Force and Validity to all Intents 
and Purpoſes, as to the following Inſtances, 
as if you were a mere, true, and real Devil 
and we do hereby forbid any to give you any 
Trouble or Moleſtation in the Execution of 
this your Office, under Pain of condign Pu- 
niſhment. 

Firſt, We grant you full Power to pro- 
mote Order and appoint drunken SEES. 
amongſt your Neighbours, eſpecially on the 


Sabbath Day, on Purpoſe to make them 


drunk : 
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drunk : And if any that are met together, 
ſhall refuſe his Turn, or deny to ſwallow

INH E Thirſt of human Praiſe and Ap- 
plauſe, if it be a Vice, we may call it 

2 uſeful one. Tis like a deform'd Mot herof a 
beautiful Offspring. The greateſt Improve- 
ments in Arts and Sciences are the good Et- 
fects of this ill Cauſe. Chriſtians ought to 


keep this Paſſion within Bounds, in the Per- 


formance of their good Deeds, and leave 
God in Poſſeſſion of his Title of Alpha and 
Omega. Yet I think there can be no great 
Harm in allowing theſe human Regards a 
ſecondary Influence. If God be as the great 
Weight, and theſe ar the Oil that — 
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the Motion, I never knew the Devil find his 
Account in ſuch an Action. 

As for my own Particular, Mercury does 
freely confeſs himſelf very much failing in 
this, having ever indulg'd himſelf to Exceſs 
in the Deſire of the Eſteem and Applaule of 
Men: All my uſeful Inventions are owing to 
this. I was ever anxiouſly concern'd to know 
what the World ſaid or thought of me, nei- 
ther could Death cure me of this inordinate 
Affection, which being rooted in the Soul, is 
like to remain there for ever. This Paſſion 
works the more forcibly, when there are 
many Competitors of the ſame Rank. Tho'

Some Days after the 
publiſhing theſe Papers, I was willing to ſee 
how they ſped in the World : I made an in- 
viſible Viſit to the City of London; having 
preſented myſelf in one of the moſt frequented 
Streets, I preſently heard a Youth calling to 
his Neighbour, to aſk him if he had heard 
the News. Now conſidering the Novelty of a 
Packet: from the other World, written by 
Mercury himſelf; I expected to find it in every 
body's Mouth, and doubted not but the Lad 
meant my Papers: but upon the other's aſking 
him, what News ?

Poet, finging the Exploits of Robin Hood and 

| 3 Little 
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Little John. ] went through ſeveral Streets, 
but could not meet with a Scrap of News, 
nor any News of the News I look'd for. The 
World was as ſilent, as if no ſuch Correſpon- 
dence had been open'd. At laſt J enter'd a 
trequented Coffee-houſe, went from Board to 
Board with little Satisfaction; till I met with 
one that was reading the Evening Poſt to a 
imall Knot of Auditors, who by their Air 
and Mein, ſeem'd to be Citizens and Men of 
Buſineſs ; being come to the Advertiſements, 
he read, News from the Dead, Sc. by Mercury. 
Ha! ſays one, that's a pleaſant Fancy enough, 
who's this Mercury ? I have heard of his 
Name before now, but can't juſtly tell whether 
he be Yhig or Tory. What do you talk of, 
Man, fays another, do you think he's one that's 
living now? No, he liv'd ſome Ages ago, but 
I don't know well, whether he were a Chriſtian 
ora Jew, but I'm ſure he's ſome ancient Author. 
I fear you are out too, ſays a third; for un- 
leſs I am mifaken, this ſame Mercury was a 
Fortune-telter, and King of the Gypſies fome 
Years ago. Another would have him to be a 
Dutch Rope-dancer, that was Prentice to 
Jacob Hall. A grave Perſonage with a large 
ſtiff Beaver on his Head, whoſe Brims lay 
parallel to the Horizon, who ſat in a Corner 
reading Mr. Dunton; upon hearing their 
Diſcourſe, raiſes his Head gradually from the 

Book, 
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Book, puts off his Spectacles, marks the 
Place with them, opens his Mouth, and be- 
hold the following Speech. © Gentlemen, you 
are all of ye in a Miſtake about this Mer- 
cury ; he lived a great while ago, and was 
an errant cheating Knave, yet paſs'd for a 
God in days of yore, and the God of Thieves: 
But as for this Book, that paſſes under his 
Name, I verily believe, tis at leaſt my Opi- 
nion, that it comes not from him, but is 
written by ſome Scribler of the Town, to 
ridicule the Belief of another World. I ſhall 
make a ſtrict Enquiry after the Author; for 
I praiſe the Lord, we have thoſe about us 
* now, who are Men of Religion, that will 
© not ſuffer it to be abuſed, nor Immora- 
* lity and Prophaneneſs to ſpread as it has 
done.“ 

This ſaid, he re · aſſumed his Spectacles, and 
was going to purſue his Reading, when one of 
the Company aſk'd him, if he had ever read 
the Book he juſt now ſpoke of? To which 
he anſwered, No. Why then, ſaid the other, 
methinks it is not very fair to condemn a 
Man unheard : Let's ſend for it. After which, 
and the whole being read, they all concluded, 
as the Devils had done before them, that it 
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wholly depended on the Author to make good 


or ill Uſe of the Deſign. 

Now by the by, I muſt take occaſion here 
to acquaint the Gentleman that threatens me 
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with ſo ſtrict an Enquiry, that he will be in 
great Danger of loſing his Labour. For you 
muſt know, I value myſelf for nothing more 
than the Faculty of keeping my own Counſel. 
I have turn'd off three Servants ſucceſſively, 
for blabing it out that their Maſter ſometimes 
uſed a Pen and Ink. And as for the preſent 
Undertaking, I have not ſo much as told my 
own Left Hand any thing of the Matter : For 
to tell the Truth, ever ſince tne fatal Battle 
of Almanza, it has been privy to few or none 
of my Actions. 

Since I have for once let fall Mercury's Vi- 
zard, I ſhall conclude this Paper with a Word 
or two to the Reader behind the Scene. You 
would not wonder at the little Notice that was 
taken of theſe Papers, at their firſt coming out, 
when you conſider the Diſadvantages they lay 
under. A Book that is ſent to the Preſs from 
an unknown Hand at a Diſtance, to make its 
own Way into the World without the Help of 
a Friend to ſpeak a good Word for it, is like 
an expos'd Brat, that's drop'd in a Country 
that knows not Charity. I could hardly ex- 
pect any better Succeſs, when a Matter of this 
Nature is uſually managed with ſo much Po- 
licy and Art to ſet it off. Beſides, they were 
publiſhed at a Seaſon, when Men's Palates 
were only ſet for Politicks, State Pamphlets 
and Party Skirmiſhes ; when nothing reliſhed 
but perſonal Reflections, Slander and Defa- 
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mation : So that my Caſe was, and is yet, juſt 
the ſame with that of an honeſt Scotch Preſ- 
byterian Miniſter, whoſe Flock found great 
fault with him for his Singularity in the Way 
of Preaching. All the other Miniſters of the 
Goſpel, ſay they, preach upon the Times, why 
can't you do ſo too? (now by preaching up- 
on the Times, they meant God's Anointed, 
damning all the Biſhops and Curates to the 
Pit of Hell) to which the good Man made 
this Reply : If all the reſt, ſays he, preach 
upon the Times, you may een let one poor 
Miniſter preach upon Eternity and the Ozher 
World.

I here deſire this Gen- 
tleman to content himſelf, in letting the late 
Miniſters go to Hell for their own Characters, 
for I aſſure him VII never go thither for them, 
if I can help it. Beſides, if all be true that's 
{aid bf one of thoſe Miniſters, I'm confident 
F 5 there's 
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there's never a Devil in Hell, that would not 
be affronted to wear his Character. I had an- 
other Letter from a Tory, who deſires me yet 
to pay the ſame Compliment to the preſent 
Miniſtry. But T deſire this Correſpondent 
likewiſe to excuſe me. I had a Note from 
another Hand, whether Whig or Tory I know 
not ; he deſires me to infert a Letter from 
T. B. Eſq; to an eminent Prelate, that was 
lately caught up to Heaven, to intercede to 
him to make an Intereſt there, that theſc 
Words may be aboliſhed out of the fifth Chap- 
ter of St. Matthew, viz.

here's the Memoirs of an old-taſhion'd Cap, 
unſtitch'd and demoliſh'd ; Sir, here's the 
compleat Hiſtory of a broken hollow Szzck, 
that deceiv*d all that lean'd on'te. We hear 
no more of theſe now, they are out of Date. 
But Mercury's News will never wax old, *twill 
keep like a //etphalia Ham, or like a red Her- 
ring, or a preſerv'd Damſon, or a pickled 
Oyſter, or dry'd Fig, or pickled Cucumber, 
that will be ſerved up when your ſhort-lived 
Dainties lie rotten on a Dunghil. 

I doubt not, but ſome of my Readers have 
already taken umbrage at ſome of theſe Papers, 
and begin to ſuſpect that their chief Deſign is 
againſt Vice, and are ſorry to ſee it already 
ſo uncivilly uſed by me.

em with Cordials, ſcrap'd 'em, waſh'd 'em, 
wip'd 'em, comb'd 'em, powder'd em, paint- 
ed 'em anew, and took em again into their 
Boſom. I cannot promiſe myſelf better 2 
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ceſs; however I deſign to go yet a little far- 
ther with them; I'll take them and turn up 
their Backſides, and ſhow you the Sting and 
Venom they carry in their Tails, and expoſe 
their malicious Deſigns againſt thoſe who har- 
bour them, which is, to make Slaves of them 
here, and then kidnap them to Low-England 
when they have done. And if any one will

She on the Right Hand, carryed on her 
Breaſt embroider'd in Letters of Gold, her 
own Name Religion, in the ſame Manner as 
the other bore that of Virtue.

As ſoon as I had levelPd my Engine at them, 
I ſaw one of them had a ſtrange ſort of 
Monſter perch'd on his Shoulders, that had 
ſome Reſemblance of human Shape, but was 
run out into a monſtrous Degree of Defor- 
mity.

I ſhall not mention here, how many I have 
found to have defil'd the Marriage-Bed, leſt 


this 
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this might ſcandalize the few Innocent, and 
make them look on themſelves as ſingular 
and unfaſhionable; neither ſhall} I give you 
here, as ſome perhaps may e pect, a Liſt of 
an unfortunate Fraternity, whom I ſhall ever 
have a Reſpect and tender Regard for, and 
ever look upon with an Eye of Pity, ſince the 
World is fo unjuſt to them, as to make them 
ſuffer the Shame of other People's Sins. Since 
there are ſo many unfortunate Marrieges, *tis 
my preſent Deſign to hint at ſome of the 
Failings which I found in my Progreſs to be 
the chief Cauſes of this common Misfortune : 
Some whereof go before the Contract, others 
follow it. 

Man and Wife are to be but One; and there- 
fore great Care muſt be us'd in Pairing them, 
or they will never anſwer that End.

Jom Littleworth, free from all Cares and 
worldly Buſineſs, had wherewithal to pro- 
vide handſomly enough far his own Indivi- 
dual; but not content with Eaſe, ſpent fifteen 
Years in hunting after Fortunes. He concern'd 

| not 
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not himſelf with Wit, Humour, Beauty, Vir- 
tue, Sc but for that alone which makes the 
Mare to go.

I readily 
own that the Inſtitution is holy and divine, 
and that the greateſt Happineſs this World 
can afford, may be found therein. It depends 
on the Parties concern'd, whether they'll make 
it a Heaven or a Hell upon Earth. The juſt 

and 
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and all wiſe Providence of the Supream Being, 
ſometimes leaves the Sinner to become his own 
Executioner, to be puniſh'd by his own Sins. 
They who abuſe this holy Sapction, by en- 
gaging therein upon ſordid Views, are juſtly 
left to reap the Fruit of their own unchriſtian 
Proceeding, in daily Diſſentions, in mutual 
Diſlike, if not Hatred of one another, in the 
wrong Management of Children, in their evil 
Courſes, Diſobedience and Stubbornneſs, which 
often cauſes more Pangs and Throes, than 
_ Cer were felt in bringing them forth; and a 
Thouſand croſs Accidents that are only the 
natural Conſequences of an unhappy Marriage. 

On the other Side, they who embark in this 
State after a more Godly Manner when 
Chriſtian Prudence has a Hand in mak ing up 
the Match; when Virtue and Religion are 
founded in the Motives of embracing it ; when 
it's carry*d on with a true Chriſtian Temper ; 
what Happineſs may not juſtly be expected in 
this State? But alas! how many are there 
who obſerve this? Why, juſt about as many 
as you'll find at the Foot of the Account, 
when you have ſum'd up the laſt Head in the 
foregoing Table, which conſiſts of Half a 
Dozen Cypners. 

However, let Euſebius and Lucretia ſtand for 
an Exception to what I have faid : They have 
zoun'd 
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Join'd Hands after the Manner aforefaid, and 
upon Motives truly Chriſtian, and took as 
proper Methods for their Happinels, as others 
do to render each other unhappy. Thro' the 
whole Courſe of their Marriage, they took 
Care to improve in themſelves that which they 
obſerv'd render'd them acceptable to each 
other. Euſebius ever paid Lucretia all the 
Complaiſance of a Lover, and receiv*d from 
her all the Tenderneſs of a Parent, and all the 
Duty of a Child. When they happen'd to 
differ in thier Opinions about the common 
Concern, which was very ſeldom z when Euſe- 
bius thought it a Matter of Importance to 
over-rule, he gave his Reaſons calmly, and 
Lucretia acquieſced; but then in leſſer Inſtan- 
ces, which nevertheleſs often embroil other 
Families, he was ſure on the next Occaſion to 
g make her Amends, by making her a Compli- 
4 ment of his Opinion; and generally theſe 
Debates ended in a civil Conteſt, not who 
ſhall over-rule, but who ſhou'd yield ; the 
Lips that differ'd for a Moment were ſoon | N 
brought together to ſign the Peace, and both 
were in the Right. Theſe little, kind Sort of 
Variances gave no Interruption to their Hap- 
pineſs, nor leſſen'd, but rather increas'd their 
Affection to one another; even their common ' 
Faults and Failings were improv'd to the | ; 
Advantage of Love, by giving each other

Opportunity of an eaſy Pardon, and by mu- 
tually pardoning they mutually obliged. Eu- 


ſebius was a Lover of Country Sports, and 


Lucretia readily gives into his Humour, ſuits 
her Taſte to his, loves Dogs, and is as fond 
as he of the Favourites he has amongſt them, 
and by admiring his Moderation in his Sports, 
keeps him moderate therein. Euſebius, in his 
turn, indulges her in all the reaſonable Gratt- 
fications that are ſuitable to her Sex, and often 
makes Preſents to her of ſuch Things he 
knows agreeable to her Fancy. Thus did 
Euſebius and Lucretia in the State of Mar- 
riage, taſte all the Sweetneſs and Comforts of 
Friendſhip, and all the Pleaſures of Love, 


without its Torments. To compleat their 


Happineſs, Heaven bleſſed them with a trac- 
table, obedient, and hopeful Offspring. Every 
new Diſcovery of Perfection in their Chil- 
dren, became a new Motive of Endearment 
between Euſebius and Lucretia. Tis eaſy to 
imagine, that none but they who have had 
the Experience, and the ſupream Author of 
the Bleſſing, know what it is to have virtu- 
ous and well-diſpoſed Children; none elſe can 
tell what Emotions of Joy and Satisfaction 
are felt in the Heart of a Parent, when he 
hears of the laudable Actions, the Succeſs, 
Proſperity and Preferment of his Children, 
and the Applauſes given them by the oe 

is 
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This was the Caſe of Enſebins and Lucretia. 
who wanted nothing to make them happy 
with one another, and happy in their Children. 
Will any ſay that they cannot, if they 
pleaſe, carry themſelves to one another, in 
the ſame manner as this happy Pair. If they 
have the ſame reciprocal Love, 'tis eaſy to do 
it; if they have it not, I think it's leſs mor- 
tifying to behave themſelves as if they had, 
than to live in eternal Strifes and Contradic- 
tions, expoſed to the Railleries and Cenſures 
of the World: But ſince few perhaps are able 
to maintain long ſo artificial a Carriage; and 
it being more Chriſtian- like to have the Sub- 
ſtance than the Shew of Conjugal Love, mar- 
ry d Perſons ought to make it the Subject of 
their utmoſt Care and Concern to preſerve 
this Love, the Want whereof is the Cauſe of 
all our Unhappineſs in this State, and to omit 
nothing that might make them agreeable to 
one another, and to make each other eaſy. 1 
am as ſenſible as they, that there's Difficulty 
in this; Perſons that are to be inſeparable 
Companions for Life, in all Occurrences to 
carry the Yoke thro' thick and thin, will find 
Difficulty to agree and keep pace with one 
another. Tis eaſier to love, where nothing 
but what's lovely is ſhewn in the Object, than 
when it is ſeen with all its Faults and Defor- 
mities: On the other hand, Charms, by be- 
| coming 
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coming familiar, and Beauty, by being often 
looked at, loſe their Force; on the other fide, 
Faults and Imperfections, by being often re- 

ated, increaſe our Diſlike: However, if the 
Undertaking be hard, the Endeavours muſt 
be proportionably exerted. In moſt Inſtances 
of unhappy Pairs, it commonly happens that 
there are Faults on both Sides; each Party 
expects an unreaſonable Complaiſance, while 
neither will pay a reaſonable one; each 1s 
more ready in giving, than bearing Provoca- 
tions, quicker in ſpying out another's Faults, 
than in bearing with them, or correcting their 
own. 

Wherefore to ſum up all my Advice in 
ſhort, I recommend it to all marry'd Perſons, 
Firſt, abſolutely to forget the Meaning of 
theſe three Words, Complain, Find Fault, Con- 
zraditt. Secondly, to learn by heart theſe 
following, Pleaſe and be Pleas'd, Bear and For- 
bear, Wink and Forgive. A ſhort Leſſon, if 
but well got, will increaſe the Number of 
Happy Pairs, reſtore good Harmony-in Fami- 
lies, and Man and Wife will not be diſtin- 
guiſh'd by Characters quite oppoſite to the 
End of their State. 

The Tokens of finding out a Marry'd Cou- 
ple, as the Caſe ſtands now, is quite different 
from what they were in Days of yore: _—

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melec found out Iſaac and Rebecca to be Man 
and Wife, by their Expreſſions of Fondneſs 
to one another. This would prove a ſorry 
Token now-a-days, and expoſe one that 
would go upon it to manifold Blunders. 

I remember not long ſince, I met a young 
puny Devil going on his firſt Miſſion to Great 
Britain, being ſent by Aſinodai, whoſe Pro- 
vince lies in deſtroying the Happineſs of the 
Marriage State. He ſhewed me a Paper that 
was given him with the nung ae 
— out Marry'd Perſons. 

If you ſee a Man and Woman with Intle or 

no Occaſion, often contradicting, finding fault, 
and correcting one another in 140 708 
may be fure they are Man and Wife. 
If you ſee a Gentleman and Lady in che 
fame Coach, in profound Silence, the one 
locheing out at one Side, the other at Yother 
Side, never imagine they mean any Harm to

* If you be. a Lady aceidentally ke: fall 'a 
Glove, or Handkerchief, and a Gentleman 
that's next to her kindly telling her of i it,” ry 
ſhe might gather it up : Man and Wife. 

If you ſee a Lady preſenting a 8

If you ſee a Man and Woman walking in 
the Fields in a direct Line, halt a Rod's Diſ- 
tance from one another ; the Man ſtrides over 
a Stile, and goes on ſans Ceremonie, you may 
ſwear they are Man and Wite, without Fear 
of Perjury.

HE State of Solitude I have been in, for 

ſo many Ages, would have been in- 
ſupportable to me, were it not in my power 
to leave it for a time, to converſe with my 
Fellow-Creatures of all States. The celeſtial 
Spirits, as I have told you before, vouchſafe 
now and then to honour me with a Viſit, I 
can converſe when I pleaſe with the unfortu- 
nate Inhabitants of the infernal World : I 
ſometimes aſlociate with Men in a wiible 
Form: Sometimes it's a Pleaſure to me to 
become an inviſible Obſerver of their privateſt 
Actions: Neither is it the leaſt of my-Diver- 
ſion to converſe ſometimes with the irrational 
World, and to find out the Hand of an all- 
wiſe Providence in all their Motions and In- 
ſtincts. *Tis no caſy Matter to enumerate all 
the Ends for which they were created : He 
H 5; who 
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who only uſes their Carcaſes for his Food» 
and their Strength for his Works, loſes the 
beit Part of their Service. They were not 
only made for the ſaid Uſes, but alſo for our 
Inſtruction. They evidently prove to us the 
Exiſtence of a Supreme Being. Whoever 
has obſerv'd the Nature and Works of irra- 
tional Creatures, and denies a God, is either 
a Fool, or only an Hypocrite in Atheiſm (of 
this at large in following Papers). They more- 
over reproach us for our Vices, and teach us 
Virtue : The Bee and the Emmet teach us In- 
duſtry, and a prudent Forecaſt for the Time 
to come: The Dog teaches us Vigilance, Fi- 
delity, and Gratitude : Prudence and Simpli- 
city the Redeemer of Mankind bids us learn 
of the Serpent and Dove: Patience and Meek- 
nels may be learn'd of the Sheep; and brother- 
ly Love even of the Hog. What Con- 
cern do thoſe dirty Animals ſhew for a Bro- 
ther in Diſtreſs! Bating only ſome haſty Sal- 
lies of .Paſſion at the Trough, they ſeldom 
fall out, or engage in a formal Battle: Then 
at their Hours of Repoſe, how lovingly do 
they pig together ! For, according to an an- 
cient Statute in their Commonwealth, which 
it ſtill in force, every one, according to the 
Situation of his Place, has a Right to make 
him a Pillow of his Neighbour's Tail, But- 
rocks, Shoulder, or any Part of his Body. 

How 
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How many Arts and Sciences have been 
taught by irrational Creatures! Many con- 
ſiderable Improvements in Phyſick are owing 
to them : They have help'd you to the Know- 
ledge of many good Simples: The Admini- 
ſtration of Clyſters was taught by the Bis, an 
Egyptian Bird : The Uſe of Phlebotomy by 
the Sea-hor/ſe : Chemiſtry by the Bee; and the 
whole Linen and Silken Manuſactury by the 
Spider and Silk-Worm. I who have had the 
Credit of inventing Wind-Muſick, do here 
own that I firſt learn'd it of the Birds. The 
Starlin taught me Triple-Time, which he 
beats with both Wings while he's performing. 
The Kite taught me ſeveral Graces on the 
Flagelet, particularly an excellent Quaver in 
Alamire. The Bittern has found out an ad- 
mirable Baſe amongſt the Reeds for Wind- 
Muſick; but he has not yet thought fit to 
communicate it to Mankind. 

It may well be reckon'd among the vulgar 
Errors, to call theſe Dumb Creatures. As for 
Birds, they are rather remarkable for Loqua- 
city; and there's hardly any Species of Crea- 
tures, that has not a Language of their own. 
Your Singing-Birds expreſs their Minds to 
one another in Muſick, and therefore were the 
firſt Inventors of the Opera. Moſt of the 
different Kinds of Creatures underſtand one 
another's Language, but can only ſpeak their 
own; 
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own; except the Sarlin, that's a Maſter of 
Muſick and Languages, underſtands and 
ſpeaks all, and has a Penſion of an Hundred 
Pigeons Eggs allow'd him per Annum to 
ſtrengthen his Voice. I am impatient to 
communicate to the World the perfect Know- 
ledge I have gain'd in the Languages of all 
Creatures, by long Study, Obſervation, and 
converſing with them. I have taken immenſe 


Pains in compiling twenty-four large Volumes 
in Folio, which contain a Grammar, Vocabulary 


and a Nomenclature of every Language now 
in Uſe with every Species of Birds, Beaſts, 


and Inſects. The twelve firſt Volumes fully 


explain the Languages of Birds and Inſects ; 
which Work I call by the Title of Lexicon 
Chirpicon Magnum. The other twelve Volumes 
explain the Language of Beaſts, to which 
Work I give the Title of Vox Mutorum, or 
the Language of Dumb Creatures. I deſign to 
add, by Way of Supplement, a twenty fiſth 
Volume, containing a Treatiſe of Hum-hem-ha- 

raphy, fully explaining the Signification of 
all Hums, Hems, Ha's, Ob's, Ab's; all Shrugs, 
Nags, Hauks, &c. humbly inſcrib'd to the 
Reverend Mr. S. J. Elder of the covenanted 
Church of North-Britain. Whereunto is to 
be added an Appendix, explaining the dumb 
Language of Mankind, viz. the Language 
of the Head, the Shoulders, the Hands, Fin- 
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gers, Eyes, Noſe, Sc. with a particular Ex- 
planation of all Winks, Ogles, Leers, Grins, 
Simpers, Whimpers, &c. This elaborate 
Work, which I call my great Policlott, is now 
in the Preſs, the firſt Volume is pretty nigh 
finiſh'd. 

To give my Reader a ſmall Taſte of my 
Performance, and ſome Inſight into the Mat- 
ter, I ſhall give you here in two or three 
Words, a ſhort Abſtract of what I have writ 
upon the Turkeys Language, by which you 
may frame ſome Judgment of the reſt. In my 
Preface I obſerve, that, whereas the Male and 
Female of the ſame Species ſometimes ſpeak 
different Languages; the Turkeys both Male 
and Female uſe the ſame, and only differ in 
the Uſe of the Moods, and ſometimes in the 
Accent and Manner of Articulation. When 
you hear the Female ſpeak it, you'd take it 
for a ſmooth Language; yet in my Prefato 
Introduction to my great Policlott, I reckon 
this amongſt the guttural Languages : For in 
the Male it is abſolutely ſuch. Their Alphabet 
conſiſts of theſe twelve Letters : A, c, e, h, 1, 
Kk, p, r, t, u, w. Dipthongs, au, eu, ou. Their 
Vocabulary conſiſts only of theſe few Words:

And the Interjection Pitt. 


In the Hebrew Language one Word may 
ſignify a Sentence: But in this, one of theſe 
Words may ſignify twenty different Sentences, 
according to the Variation of Accents, Ca- 
dences and Aſpirations, which renders theſe 
Languages extreamly difficult to Strangers. 
When in their Language you hear the ſame 
Word often repeated, you'd think they only 
ſay the ſame thing over again; but this is 
your Miſtake and Ignorance. If, for Inſtance, 
a young Turkey had a Mind to ſay, Pray 
Miſtreſs give me a Handful of Corn, I have not 
had a Bit of Meat to day: Thus wou'd ſhe 
expreſs herſelf, PI Pi Pi Pi, Peaup Peaup, 
Peaup. 

They have all the Caſes of Nouns, and 
the following Moods of Verbs: Ihe [ndica- 
tive, the Imperative, the Optative, and the In- 
crepative, The Male being ot a prou d, eſt- 
leſs, peeviſh and fretful Temper, is very apt 
to give abuſive and foul Language, and makes 
frequent Uſe of the Iacrepative Hd: Every 
kind of Noiſe gives him Digturbance, on 
which Occaſion he generally exvreſſes him- 
ſelf with the following Reduplicatives, Cal- 
19% tera, 
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tera, Caiitra, Coũtra, Coutere: That is to 
ſay, You Son of a Whore hold your bawling. 
It may eaſily be imagin'd, after I have taken 

ſo much Pains, in making myſelf Maſter of 
this exquiſite Art; *tis no ſmall Pleaſure to 
me, to paſs ſome Hours in converſing with 
theſe innocent Creatures. I remember once, 
a great many Years ago, as I was on my 
Journey from the Planetary Orbs, to divert 
myſelf on Earth; the firſt remarkable Ob- 
ject I caſt my Eyes on, was a vaſt Number of 
Fowl of every Kind, gather'd together upon 
the Summit of a ſmall Hill, in a certain 
Iſland, and cover'd the fame with a pleaſing 
Variety of beautiful Colours: This yielded a 
delightful Proſpect to my Eyes ; but the con- 
fus'd Din and Chattering of all Languages 
together, render*d not ſo agreeable a Sound to 
my Ears. Being deſirous to know the Mean- 
of this General Meeting, I put on the Feathers 
of a Mag- Pye, and alighted in the Midſt of 
them, as one of the Aſſembly. I found upon 
Enquiry, that by Reaſon of the late Demiſe 
of the Eagle, they were now met together for 
the chuſing a new King.

Jack ki ka, Facko Roco, kaw kaw kaw.

This you muſt know was one of David's 5

But let that wiſe King call him what he pleaſe, 


he call'd himſelf a Wit, and prided himſelf in 
being

being call'd ſo by others; but had not the 
Wit to ſee he was Ironically fo calld by all 
beſides himſelf. They certainly ought to be 
put in the Rank of Fools, that have not the 
Wit to ſee their own Folly ; and the firſt in 
the Rank of Fools, muſt needs be he, who 
values himſelf for the Thing wherein conſiſts 
his greateſt Folly : And this is the Caſe of an 
Atheiſt. As often as Ned Hapſon lights into 
Company, that he thinks will bear with his 
impious Way of Talking, one may eaſily read 
it in his Looks, that he values himſelf upon 
it; and imagines that the Company muſt 
needs look upon him as a Man of uncommon 
Depth and Penetration, that can examine 
Things to the Bottom, and ſhew you how the 
World has hitherto been in the Wrong. But 
who is there that ſees not that it is chiefly the 
very Want of this Depth and Penetration, 
that makes him an Atbeiſt. Hapſon can look 
up to the Heavens, and all around him, and 
behold all Things move about him, but can- 
not find out that there muſt be a prime 
Mover, that put them firſt into Motion. 
Hapſon opens his Eyes, and with them ſees a 

Dog, a Horſe, an Ox, juſt as a Dog, a Horſe 
and an Ox ſee Hapſon: But he and they are 
ignorant of one another's Origin, the Cauſe - 
and End of their Being; only with this Diffe- 
rence, that Haꝑſon's is a forced and acquired 
Igno- 
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Ignorance, that has coſt him ſome Pains to 
obtain: The little Light he had from natural 
Reaſon, was not powerful enough to reſiſt the 
many Attempts he made to put it out. 
Some have queſtion'd whether it is poſſible 
for a Man to be really an Atheiſt in his Heart. 
That there may be, the Text above cited is 
ſufficient Proof. *Tis. indeed a monſtrous 
Impiety, but yet ſuch I think as may in ſome 
anner be accounted, for. One who by a 
lewd Life, tramples upon the Laws of God, 
and has no other Idea of him, but as a Re- 
venger. and Puniſher of his Crimes, may be 
apt to wiſh in his Heart there were none ; and 
when he comes to argue the Matter, whilſt 
his Will and Inclination is retained. on the 
Side of Atheiſm, his Reaſon is like a weak 
Tudge that's over-balanced by the Pleadings 
of a darling Advocate, the ſillieſt Quibbles 
imaginable will out-weigh Evidence and De- 
monſtration. 
He may, if he will himſelf, daily ſee a 
thouſand glaring Proofs of a Supream Being 
in every thing he caſts his Eyes upon; but 
becauſe they are common and daily, they loſe 
their Force. We are born into the World, 
have our Eyes open in our Infancy, to behold 
the Heavens, the Earth, and an Infinity. of 
Creatures, We daily ſee the Sun riſe in the 


Morning, and ſet at Night ; We ſee the Sky 
el. bedeck'd 
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bedeck'd with numberleſs Stars, the Earth 


roduce Variety of Fruits: In fine, we be- 
hold all the Wonders of the Creation without 
Wonder; they became Familiar to us before 
we had the Uſe of Reafon, and therefore 
affect us the leſs when we became better ca- 
pable of judging of them. Upon theſe and 
ſome other Conſiderations, I conclude there 
may really be ſuch a Monſter in Nature as a 
true Atheiſt, that is ſuch in his Heart, eſpe- 
cially When theſe three hopeful Diſpoſitions 
meet together in the ſame Subject: A diſſo- 
lute Lite, weak Reaſon, and an inordinate 
Vanity of being thought a Wit. In which 
Reſpect, none ever was better qualified for a 
Profeſſor of this impious Sect, than Hap/on, 


whom all who know him, know to be en- 


dow'd with much Vanity, little Wit, and no 
Morals. 

Such was Ned Hapſon once, but I hope of 
late he's become a true Convert: I am ſure 
his Friends Endeavours were not wanting to 
do him that important Piece of Service. 

Mr. Steerport, the Merchant, had ever a 
Kindneſs for him, and being very deſirous to 
cure him of his Folly and Impiety, invited 
him laſt Summer to take a Voyage to the 
Indies, to ſhew him ſomewhat more of the 
Terreſtrial Globe, which he ſuppos'd to be the 
Work of Chance.

Hand, thro' a ſtately Pair of 
Gates, into a moſt delightful Spot of Ground 
that was cut out very artificially into pleaſant 
Figures, edg'd, ſome with Box, ſome with 
Thyme, planted with Variety of Elowers, and 
Nat Greens, 
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Greens, with ſeveral moſt curious Statues of 
Men and Women, regularly placed up and 
down this moſt delighttul Parterre; in the 
Middle whereot was a pleaſant Fountain, 
whoſe Sides were edg'd with poliſh'd Marble, 
and adorn'd with the Figures of Nymphs, 
| Mermaids; Dolphins Sc. One of the Com- 
3 pany happening to turn an Iron Bar, whoſe 
Handle lay a little above the Water, there 

4 ſuddenly flew up a Quantity of Water, from 
an hundred different Pipes, an unuſual 
height into the Air: Thele Jet-eaux were fo 
contriv*d, that the Water fell not down toge- 
ther into the Baſin, but each Pipe was pur- 
poſely ſo directed, that the Water fell down 
= like aShower, equally upon all Parts of the 
Garden, ſo as to water all the Flowers and 
Greens, and then the Overplus return by 
different Streams into the Fountain again. 
When they had diverted themſelves ſufficient- 
ly with this Sight, they ſtept into a pleaſant 
Summer-r ouſe, whoſe Walls and Roof were 
painted with great Variety of Figures of 
Men, Women, Beaſts, - Birds, Flowers, Se. 
Both theſe, as well as all the Statues in the 
Garden, ſeem'd to be done by the Hands of 
great Maſters. Over the Door of the Sum- 
mer-Houſe, there were drawn the Lines of a 
direct Dial, with Figures of Gold, that told 
us the Hour of the Day. The wh le Com- 
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pany in the mean time ſeem'd ſomewhat 
ſurprized, that all the Time they were di- 
verting themſelves with theſe pleaſant Sights, 
there was not ſo much as one Soul appear'd to 
them, either here or any where ſince they 
landed in the Country.

His Fears were increas'd, when 
caſting his Eye upon a Tablet of Marble en- 
graven with Arabic Characters, the Purport 
whereof was in Subſtance this: I Brabim 
Hluzein, Maſter of this Garden and Lord of 
the Ifland, Sc. do under Pain of Death 
ſtrictly forbid any to touch a Flower, or any 
Fruit growing in this Garden. Upon this Mr. 
Steerport went into the Middle of the Garden, 
and cry*d out with aloud Voice, Ibrahim Huzein, 
Maſter and Lord of this Garden and Iſland, 
behold I here crop the Flowers, and gather 
thy Fruit, without regard to thy Threats and 
Prohibition. He made good his Word, and 
return'd to the Company with a Quantity of | 
the choiceſt Flowers and Fruit in the Garden. 
Hapſon looking on him with Surprize and 
Amazement, I wonder, ſays he, Mr. $teerport, 


you have no more Wit and Diſcretion than to ! 


do this: We are in a ſtrange Country, and 


ex- 
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expos'd enough without doing this, fo con- 
trary to the Laws of the Sovereign Lord of 
the Place, at whoſe Mercy we are every Mo- 
ment we remain here. Mr. Hapſon, reply'd 
the Merchant, do you think there is any ſuch 
Perſon as the Lord of this Iſland? Where is 
there any Appearance of a living Soul in it, 
that has been ſeen by us ever ſince we enter'd 
it? Do you think this Iſland is inhabited? Do 
not you think that we ourſel ves are the firſt of 
Mankind, that ever ſet Foot on this Spot cf 
Ground ? Would any one in his Wits, replied 
Hap, aſk ſuch a Queſtion? How ſhould all 
theſe Things come hither? Who ſhould 
make all theſe Statues, Pictures, Water-works, 
Sc. and plant theſe Flowers in ſo regular an 
Order, or build this Summer- Houſe, and 
make this Dial, if ſomebody had not been 
here to do all this? Why, reply'd the Mer- 
chant, may they not all be done by Chance 
and Hap-hazard ? Either I am in my Wits, 
when I aſk this Queſtion, or Mr. Hapſen is 
out of his, when he ſuppoſes the whole 
World and all that's in it, to be the Wor: 
of blind Chance. Tis indeed very incredible, 
and next to impoſſible, that ſuch curious 
Pieces of Work as are here, ſo well propor- 
tion'd, with ſuch exact Uniformity of Parts, 
and Symmetry of the Whole, ſhould be the 
Effects of Chance: Yet what Compariſon is 
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there between theſe Statues and Pictures, and 
the living Bodies of Men, Beaſts and Birds ? 
What's the throwing up of an handful of 
Water, in Compariſon of the 1 


Showers that water the whole Earth? What 
is a Dial that tells the Motion of the Sun, in 
Compariſon of the Sun itſelf, and the won— 
derful and regular Motion thereof? If you 
thought me extravagantly bold, Mr. Hap, 
and out of my Wits, for defying a Perſon, 
whoſe Exiſtence cannot poſſibly be halt ſo 
plain and evident, as that of God, and whole 
Power to puniſh has no Compariſon with his, 
what muſt you think of your own Madneſs, 
in inſulting the Supream Governor and Lord 
of the World, and defying his Power, who 
every Moment can deliver you up to eternal 
Puniſhments?

But in the mean while, 
ſince we are ſo agreeably ſeated here in this 
Summer-Houſe; 1 deſire you'll give this Gen- 
tleman here, Mr. Clark, leave to offer to you 
ſome Conſiderations upon the Subject of 
Atheiſm, to confute that moſt unaccountable 
Opinion of yours, that the whole World is no 
more than the Effect of Chance. Mr. Hap- 
ſon was greatly ſurpriz'd at this Adventure, 
and could hardly believe them, till by repeat- 
ed Aſſurances he was at laſt convinced of the 
Truth: But he deſir'd them to forbear at pre- 
ſent all farther Diſcourſe about Religion; for 
that he ſhould be very ill · diſpos'd to hearken 
to any thing at preſent, by Reaſon of the 
Surprize he was in, and the Deſire he had to 
ſee Sir Peter. He therefore earneſtly intreat- 
ed them to defer it to a better Opportunity, 
and that they would forthwith bring him to 
the Houſe. They thought his Propoſal fo 
reaſonable, that they could do no otherwiſe 
than acquieſce thereunto,

Mr. Hapſon, I will not accoſt you with 
any Arguments 4 Priori, I don't think Specu- 
lation has been your Srudy ; I will not there- 
fore by thoſe Kind of Arguments, as I caſily 
might, demonſtrate to you the abſolute Ne- 
ceſſity there is of a firſt Mover of all Things, 
that is himſelf immoveable; or a firſt efficient 


Cauſe, without which nothing could ever have 


had a Being in the World. I'll endeavour to 
convince you of the Exiſtence of the Supream 
Being, by his Effects, which you daily lee, 
and may obſerve if you pleaſe. 
Pint, To give you ſome Notion of the 
Difference there is between the Works of 
Chance and the Works of God, Providence 
or/the Author of Nature; pray Sir, take that 
Pane of Glaſs that lies in the Window and 
caſt it upon the Floor with all your Strength : 
There's a Thouſand Pieces before you; can 
you find any regular Shape' or Proportion in 
any of thoſe Pieces you fee ? No, there's none 
at all, they are all of an odd and irregular 
Shape. Can you number the Variety there 
is of the Leaves of Trees, Herbs, Flowers, 
Sc. Yet as numberleſs as they are, they have 
all ſome agreeable, regular, and well propor- 
5 tion'd 
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tion'd Shape. If theſe are the Works of 
Chance, why ſhould it act fo unlike itſelf ? 

Secondly, Obſerve the Poſture theſe Bits of 
Glaſs lie in upon the Ground. Is there any 
Order or Regularity in the Situation either of 
the Whole, or any Part of them? Not the 
leait. Behold this Sprig of Roſemary. How 
agreeable is the Make of the Whole and each 
Part! See how the leſſer Sprigs, and the Leaves 
of each Sprig, are equal in Number on each 
Side the Stem, and rife up in Pairs at equal 
Diſtance from each other. Pray obſerve the 
Figure that's wrought with Studs upon this 
Snuff- Box: You ſee 'tis an exact Tulip. TWo 
Lillies with their Stalks, make the Border: 
Here's above a Thouſand of theſe Studs that 
make up theſe Flowers. Should I take up 
theſe Thouſand Bits of Glaſs that lie on the 
Ground, and throw them down all together 
in the very ſame Figure of this Tulip and 
Lillies; would not that be a wonderful 
Chance indeed ? Nay, ſhould I throw them 
down a Thouſand Times ſucceſſively into the 
lame Figure: I deſire to know of you, if you 
ever ſaw Chance act in this Manner. No; ac- 
cording to the little Share I have of Philoſo- 
phy, 'tis contrary to the Property of Chance to 


bring forth Order, Regularity, or Proportion ; 


much more contrary to it, is a conſtant Way of 


acting regularly. Yet Roſemary, Tulips, oo 
li-

Lillies will ſhoot up, Lear after Year, to the 
World's End, in the ſame regular Figure 
you ſee them. 

Since therefore Order, Regularity and Pro- 
portion, and a conſtant Way of Acting, is 
contrary to the Property of Chance, and ſince 
we ſee ſo many wonderful Operations in the 
World, that have all theſe Properties in Per- 
fection, which far exceed the Wit and Inge- 
nuity of Man to produce; we muſt needs 
conclude, that they are done by the Hand of 
an intelligent Being far ſuperior to Man. 

Tis moreover contrary to the Property of 
Chance, to act with Deſign, Thought, or for 
an End. This was done with Deſign, there- 
fore not by Chance; this is a Conſequence al- 
low'd by all. If we take a general View of the 
Works of the Univerſe, there will evidently 
appear a moſt wiſe Deſign and End in them. 
There's an evident Deſign in the Light, Heat 
and Motion of the Sun, without which the 
World could not ſubſiſt. There's a Deſign in the 
Rain and Wind, we could not live long with- 
out them. There's a Deſign in filling every 
Element with a vaſt Variety of living Crea- 
tures. There's an evident Deſign in this, that 
no Creature has any Thing, tor its Food, but 
what has its Increaſe as well as that which 
feeds on it. As Graſs, Herbs, Grain, Seeds, 
Roots, Fruit, Sc. 


I 4 Should 
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Should I ſo far impoſe upon my own Rea- 
ſon as to imzgine it poſſible, that all the 
wonderful Works that are ſeen in the World 
with ſo much Beauty, Harmony, Proportion, 
Order and Variety, could have been the Pro- 
duct of mere Chance, a Thing ſo contrary to 
the Property of it to produce ſuch Effects: 
Yer I think it wholly impoſſible for me to 
{wallow down ſuch a monſtrous Abſurdity, as 
to think that blind Chance could put the 
World in the wonderful Motion we ſee it, and 
maintain ſuch infinite Variety of Creatures in 
their Being, and put them in ſuch a wonder- 
tul Method of carrying on the great Deſign 
of the World's Preſervation. This muſt ne- 
ceſſarily be the Work of Thought, and ini- 
nite Wiſdom as well as Power. | 

When we ſee irrational Creatures conſtant- 
ly acting for ſuch Ends, as they themſelves 
are incapable of knowing or intending z we 
may very well conclude, they muſt be put in- 
to the Way of Acting, by ſome intelligent 
Being, who intends thele Ends. When you 
ſce a Dog turning a Wheel to roaſt a Joint of 
Meat, do you think the Dog knows anything 
of the End cr Deſign of his Work, vig. that 
he's preparing a Dinner for the Family? No, 
this is none of his, but is the Deſign of thoſe 
who put him in the Wheel. When you ſee a 
manag'd Horſe go thro' a regular "ry of 
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Exerciſe, you can't imagine the Horſe does it 
with Deſign to give his Rider a good Seat; 
but only moves as he is taught by his Maſter, 
who makes this the End of his Exerciſe. 
Irrational Creatures have no ſuch Deſign in 
their Head, as that of perpetuating their Spe- 
cies upon Earth. *Tis above their Capacity 
to act deſignedly for this End; what they do 
in order to it, is only to gratify the Propen- 
ſity of their Nature to ſuch Actions; which 
Propenſity and Inclination is engrafted in 
them by an intelligent Being, for the ſaid End 
of propagating their Kind to the End of the 
World, for Man's Service. When a brooding 
Hen is in the Courſe of her fitting, you can 
hardly drive her from her Neſt: When Hun- 
ger forces her for a Time to leave her Eggs, 
the runs about with her Wings down, in a 
turious Sort, impatient to return to thern : 
Do you think ſhe propoſes any End in this, 
or underſtands that if ſhe ſits on them for 
three Weeks, ſhe ſhall have Chickens out of 
them ; and that if ſhe be an Hour or two ab- 
ſent from them till they are cold, they'll prove 
abortive ? I cannot think ſhe's at all let into 
this Secret: What ſhe does is by a neceſſary 
Inſtint from the Author of Nature, who 


moves her thus, for an End ſhe's incapable of 
Knowing. 
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Hap. Mr. Ciark, give me Leave to aſk you 
here one Queſtion. How can you prove to 
me that the Hen does not know all this her- 
ſelf? For my Part, I am apt to think ſhe 
does. | 
Cl. I think, Sir, the contrary is very evi- 
dent: For Example, keep a Hen from her 
Neſt for half a Day together, then put her in- 
to it again, ſhe'll fit on her Eggs in the ſame 
Manner as before: Therefore her Impatience 
to return to them, proceeds not from any 
Knowledge ſhe has of the Effect of her Ab- 
lence. *Tis the Supream Author of Nature 
for the aforeſaid End, has implanted in her 
this Love and Prapenſity to {it brooding upon 
her Eggs: Which Inclination in her is ſome- 
times ſo great, that if ſhe has no Eggs to ſit 
on, ſhe'll fit herſelf to Death on the empty 
Neſt. Therefore ſhe has no Knowledge of 
having young ones out of her Eggs; but al] 
ſhe does in this Matter ſhe's moved to it, to 
execute the Deſign of an intelligent Being. 
There are many Kinds of Creatures that 
lay their Eggs, and never look any more 
after them: Yet always by a natural Inſtinct, 
take Care to lay them in ſuch Places, that are 
proper to bring them to Life. Fiſh take 
Care to lay their Spawn in ſhallow Places, that 
are expos'd to the Warmth of the Sun. Is it, 


think you, by their own Knowledge of the 
| Suir's 
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Sun's enlivening Faculty, that they do this? 
cannot think they know any thing of the 
future inanimating of their Spawn: What 
they do, is all by the expreſs Direction of an 
intelligent Being. 

Flies lay their Eggs upon cold or raw 
Fleſh, or upon dead Carcaſſes which have the 
Faculty of enlivening them, and becoming 
Food for them when enlivened: Yet they 
know nothing of this when they lay them 
there. 

When young Creatures as ſoon as born, on 
their own Accord immediately find out the 
Tet, and ſuck their Nouriſhment from thence ; 
is it by their own Knowledge they do this? 
when perhaps the wiſeſt Man on Earth, that 
ſhould never have feen or heard of ſuch a 
Thing being done, would hardly find it our. 
The Mothers being furniſh'd with Milk when 
they have brought forth, and the different 
Number of Tets that's found in Viviparous 
Animals, according to the Number of young 
they commonly do or may bring forth ; all 
this ſpeaks the wiſe Deſign and Thought of 
an intelligenr Being, moving theſe Creatures 
. for an End they are incapable of knowing or 
deſigning, viz. the Propagation of their Kind 
to the End of the World. | 

This Deſign is ſtill more apparent in Vege- 
tables than in ſenſitive Creatures ; for theſe 
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doubtleſs are incapable of knowing or acting 
for an End; yet we ſee each of theſe brings 
forth its Seed, nouriſhes it, and when it comes 
to Perfection and Maturity, lets it fall into the 


Farth, that it may ſpring up again, and ſo 


continue its kind to the World's End. Are all 
theſe the Works of Chance? That ſuch an in- 
finite Sort of different Vegetables, void of 
Senſe, ſhould move in this Manner, ſo evi- 
dently for an End, and for an End of no leſs 
Importance than the World's Preſervation : 
For were there not a conſtant Increaſe of Ve- 
getables, neither Man nor Beaſt could ſubſiſt. 
- The Evidence of Deſign and Thought, ap. 
ears no leſs in the Preſervation and Main- 
tenance of Individuals, than it does in the 
Preſervation of the Species of Creatures. 

W hoever has well conſider'd what a Num- 
ber of Creatures ſwarm in every Element ; 
and that every one is provided with its proper 
Food, has ſuch Cunning in finding it, has its 
proper corporal Inſtruments and Organs for 
taking and applying it; and how that every thing 
that's Food for living Creatures, has its Pro- 
perty of multiplying and increaſing, without 
which Supplies would in Time be deficient, 
can never ſure imagine all this is done by 
Chance and without Deſign. 

To the End that Creatures might find their 
Food, *tis neceſſary they be provided with a 
Means to ſee it. 


Can 
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Can any one fay, that moſt wonderful 
Piece of Work the Eye was made by Chance ? 
As for ſome other Parts of the Body, 


1 can well enough enter into the De- 


ſign. of their Contrivance; one may eaſily 
find out that Sinews, Nerves, Muſcles and 
Joints are very proper for Motion, and *tis 


evident they were made for that Deſign : But 


as for the Eye, tis a Piece of Work ſo nice 
and curious, and the Effect of it ſo ſurpriſing, 
that it's above my Capacity to conceive, how 
ſuch an Organ could have been made of 
Matter, to have ſo admirable an Operation as 
that of Viſion. If an Indian that were a 
Stranger to the common Utenſils of Art, 
ſhould ſee an Ax or a Saw, he might both 
comprehend the Deſign on't, and eaſily ima- 
gine how it does its Work; but ſhew him a 
Watch or Clock, that tells the Hour of the 


Day, and the Day of the Month, he would 


wonder much how ſuch a Thing could be 
done ; and it he were as great a Simpleton by 
Nature as by Education, he might think it 
might perhaps be made by Chance: But if he 
had but any Senſe, and look'd a little into it, 
he would conclude that an Hngine that had 
lo wonderful an Operation, that depended on 
{o many nice and curious Parts, that muſt be 
every Way moſt accurately finiſh'd, to per- 
form their reſpective Functions, muſt needs 


be 


* 
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be a Maſter-piece of Ingenuity, as well in the 
Contrivance and Deſign, as in the manual 
Execution of the Work. 

Mr. Boyle tells us there's far more W 
nuity and Contrivance even in the Foot of a 
Dog, than in that famous Clock at Straſbusg. 
F am ſure then, there's infinitely more in the 
Zye. Altho' it's hard to conceive how ſuch a 
Thing could have been effected, yet when 
we examine its Structure, the Nature of all 
its curious Parts, we may eaſily imagine how 
well ſuited they are to the Deſign. When 
we obſerve the Variety of its Coats and diffe- 
rent Humours, each whereof has its peculiar 
Function, the Tranſparency of ſome, and the 
Opacity of others, being ſo admirably adapted 
for the receiving, collecting, and refracting the 
Rays of Light, in order to perceive vifible 
Objects, we may underſtand ſomething of the 
Manner of its acting, and cannot poſſibly 
doubt of its being made with Deſign. 

An Organ ſo uſeful, and yet ſo very tender, 
that it's hurt by the leaſt Thing that touches 
it, ought to be provided with ſome Means to 
defend itſelf: And for this End and Deſign 
we cannot doubt but the Eye-Lids are made 
to cover them; which ſhut themſelves to de-— 
fend it with ſuch Readineſs, that the Quick- 
neſs thereof is become a Proverb. There are 
two Rows of Hairs like Palliſadoes, to keep 


off 
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off the ſudden and unforeſeen Aſſaults of 
Flies, Motes, Sc. The thatch'd Penthouſe 
of the Eye-Brows are like Out-Works to de- 
fend them from any thing that might run 
down the Face, or fall into the Hes from 
above. Another Uſe of the Eye-Lids is to 
keep the Eyes moiſt, and for that End, there 
is a Gland in the Corner thereof, that furniſhes 
Moiſture for that Purpoſe. Fiſh, Flies and 
Inſects have no Eye-Lids. The former want 
no Moiſture or Defence, nothing can touch 
them, but it's as ſoon waſh'd away again by 
the Water. The Eyes of the latter are cover'd 
with ſo hard and horney a Subſtance, they 
neither need to be much guarded or moiſten'd. 
Birds that dwell much amongſt Buſhes, 
Thorns and Trees, need a particular Guard 
for their Eyes; and therefore beſides their Eye- 
Lids they. have a tranſparent Membrane, 
with which they can cover their Hes, and ſee 
thro? them at the ſame Time. Sir Peter, you 
are a Fox-Hunter, I doubt not but that whilſt 
you. are riding thro' Woods and T hickets, 
yau are ſenſible how convenient, and even ne- 
ceſlary this 1s for thoſe Creatures, that natu- 
rally dwell in ſuch Places. 

Sir Pet. Mr. Clark, you are in the right 


on't. And now you put it into my Head, 


Pl get a Pair of Glaſs Covers for my Hyes the 
next time I go a hunting. But pray go on 


with your Diſcourſe, let's not interrupt you. 
3 C 
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Cl. Is it not very evident that all this is the 
Effect of Thought and Deſign ? If we conſider 
the Ingenuity of the Work itſelf, *tis wonder- 
fully ſurpriſing. Charles the Firſt had all the 
Movements of a Watch made in fo ſmall a 
Compaſs, that he fixt it inſtead of a Stone 
upon his Ring: Yet what is this to the Eye 
of a Mite, the whole Body whereot is hardly 
viſible; or, when we reflect, that a Pair of 
theſe ſo curious, ſo neceſſary, ſo admirably 
contriv'd Organs of Sight, of different Struc- 
ture and Size, is beſtow'd upon every Species 
of Creatures in the moſt commodious Situa- 
tion of the Body for the deſign'd End of 
ſeeing, one would think it impoſſible for any 
reaſonable Body to attribute it to Chance. 

Another Thing that's neceſſary for Crea- 
tures in ſeeking their Food, is, that they have 
Means to move themſelves from Place to 
Place; and that Legs and Wings were not 
made for this Deſign of local Motion, but 
were ſtuck upon Creatures only by Chance, 
is as abſurd as the former. If the Paw of a 
Beaſt, according to Mr. Boyle, fo far exceeds 
the moſt ingenious Works of human Art, we 
may with good Reaſon ſay it of the /ings of 
Birds, whether we look into the Anatomy of 
them, or only on the outward Trimming 
thereof. All the Art, Ingenuity, and Con- 
trivance of human Wit, could never find out 
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for themſelves this Means, or Motion in the 
Air; altho* they have ſo many different Pat- 
terns ſet before them. I defy all the Artiſts 
in the World to make any ſuch a Thing asa 
Feather, a Thing ſo ſtrong, ſo ſtiff, and yet 
ſo light : What could be thought on lo much 
adapted for that Purpoſe ? 

And here it is to be obſerv'd, that, whene⸗ 
as Birds caſt their Feathers every Year as 
Beaſts do their Coats, if the Quills of the 
Wing thould be caſt all, or moſt of them at 
the ſame Time, the Bird would be unable to 
fly, and become a Prey to any that would 
take it up; and for that Reaſon only one at a 
Time falls off from each Ving; and when a 
new one is come in its Place, then the next 
falls off, till the whole Ving is new quilFd, 
This Providence is not ſo neceſſary for Water 
Fowl, who can ſecure themſelves in that Ele- 
ment till their Wings are grown. Hence tis 
obſerv'd, that in molting Time, they com- 
monly repair to great Lakes and Fenns, till 
they are able to fly again. | 

The Wings of Plies are no leſs the indifpus 
table Work of Thought and Deſign : There's 
much more Variety in theſe, than in 'the 
Il ings of a Bird: Some have them very large, 
in proportion to their Bodies, which need but 
a gentle Motion to carry them in the Air: 
Others have them much leſs and ſhorter, and 
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therefore have proportionable Strength and 
Quickneſs in moving them, which they do 
ſo quick in the Air, that the quickeſt Eye 
cannot , diſcern. their Motion. Moſt of the 
leſſer Birds have this Way of moving or ſpin- 
ning their VMings; but none I think of the 
greater Sort, except the Partridge. Some 
Flies have two, others four Mings: Some 
have them tranſparent, others beautified with 
curious Colours: Some carry them ſpread 
out, others cloſe them together, pointing 
upwards: Others carry them flat on each 
Side their Backs: Others, whoſe Vings are of 
a tender Subſtance, carry them folded up in 
a Caſe, which is certainly made on Purpoſe 
for that End. If flying be ſo exquiſite: an 
Art, it were a very great Wonder that blind 
Chance could have hit upon it, tho' it were 
but in one ſingle Inſtance : But that it ſhould 
furniſh ſo many different Kind of Creatures, 
with ſuch Variety of Materials for it, that it 
fhould give them Strength and Pexterity to 
perform it after ſo various a Manner, is fo 
ſtrange a Myſtery of Nonſenſe, that I Wonder 
how any one could be ſo extreamly witty as to 
find it out. ev Read 

Sir Peter being call'd afide by one of his 
Servants, defir'd Mr, Clark to defer the Re- 
mainder of his Diſcourſe till his Return.

IR Peter Terra being return'd to the 
Summer-Houſe, he deſir'd Mr. Clark to 
reaſſume the Thread of his Diſcourſe. 

Cl. We may in the next Place , conſider, 
how all Creatures are furniſh'd with proper 
Inſtruments for taking and applying their 
Food. Can any one think, that the Teeth of 
Animals were not given for this End ? 
Whereas other Bones, when come to their 
full Size, grow no more, but theſe grow till 
Death, otherwiſe they would be worn out by 
conſtant Uſe, Thoſe Fowls that live on 
Grain, how commodious are their Beaks made 
for picking it up? Mr. Hapſon, throw down 
a handful of Corn, and I dare venture a 
Wager, a Cock, or Hen ſhall pick up three 
Grains with his Beak, for, one that you ſhall 
take up with your, Fingers. An Hawk, 
whoſe Beak was deſign'd for other Food, 
perhaps could not pick up any; and yet how 
proper is it for tearing their Prey | How well 
theſe Birds of Rapine are furniſh'd with Means 
for taking their own Food! What Claws to 
catch hold of it and keep it ! What Strength 
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and Quickneſs of Wing to purſue it! What a 


quick Eye to eſpy it! What Firmneſs and 
Courage to attack it 


Hap. Sir, under Favour, I am apt to think 


theſe Birds finding themſelves ſo well pro- 


vided for devouring others, have for that 
Reaſon betaken themſelves to that Kind of 
Food. As likewiſe Water Fowl, finding their 
Toes webb'd together with a thin Membrane, 
very convenient for ſwimming, betook them- 
ſelves to that Element. 

Ct. Mr. Hapſon, you are out in both theſe 
Inſtances. Such is the Nature of Hawks and 
other Birds of Prey, that no other Kind of 
Food will keep them alive. Feed a Hawk 
with Corn, and you'll ſoon find the Truth of 
what I ſay ; their Stomachs, or Gizzards, are 
of a different Nature and Subſtance, from 
thoſe of other Birds. The natural Food of 
Water Fowl lies in that Element, and the 
Nature of their Bodies not only bears, but in 
a manner requires to be in it: Their young 
ones, almoſt as ſoon as hatch'd, will abide all 
Day therein. Whereas, if you put any other 
Fowl but a Finger deep in the Water for 
half an Hour, it will ſoon put an End to 
them. | 

Did you ever obſerve the Tongue, of a 
Woodpecker? *Tis thrice as long as that 
of other Birds, when they have a, mind 
to dart it out. Tis pointed at the 3 
10 WI: 
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with a hard horny Subſtance, like a Thorn : 
And 1s this do you think without Deſign ? 
There are five or ſix ſeveral Sorts of theſe 
Birds of the Woodpecker Kind; they have 
all Tongues pointed in this Manner, They 
teed wholly upon thoſe Worms, that dwell in 
rotten Woods, and under the Bark of Trees. 
They dart out their Tongue, and ſtriking it 
into the Worms, draw them out of their 
Holes. When they are ſceking their Food, 
you may ſee them hopping up the Sides of 
Trees; which, that they may the more caſily 
do, their Legs and Thighs are thicker, 
ſtronger, and fuller of Muſcles, than thoſe 
of other Birds: And, whereas other Birds 
have three Toes before, and one behind, 
theſe, that they may the more conveniently 
ſlick to, and climb the Bodies of Trees, have 
two before and two behind. 

Hap. T don't fee why we may not ſuppoſe, 
that Creatures being by Chance furniſh'd with 
Legs, Feet, Teeth, Wings, &c, have of them- 
ſelves found out convenient Ways to make 
Uſe of them for certain Ends, without any 


Neceſſity of granting them to be made on 
Purpoſe for ſuch Ends. 


C!. This, Mr. Hap/on, is the Epicureans Ob- 
jection; and indeed a very abſurd one, In 
molt of the Inſtances I have mention'd, I 
have plainly ſhewn you, that they could not 


bu 
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but be deſign'd for the Ends for which they 
are us'd: It we do but open our Eyes, they 
will do their Function, whether we will or no; 
and the Ears will hear in like Manner. A 
young Bird will fly at the firſt Trial, tho” it 
never ſaw it perform'd. Chickens will run 
about as ſoon as they are hatch'd. Do they 
find this out beforehand by the Dint of Philo- 
ſophy, the one in the Neſt, the other yet in 
the Shell ? 

Do Calves, Colts, Pigs, Sc. diſcourſe in 
the ſame Manner, in their Mothers Bellies, 
as to the Uſe of their Feet, and therefore in 
in Time provide themſelves with horny Hoofs, 
and Soles to their Feet, to tread upon, and 


bear their Weight the more conveniently ? If 


this be ſo, then your Objection may have 
ſome Weight; if not, *tis evident theſe uſeful 
Parts of Creatures Bodies were made with 
Deſign, and for an End, by an intelligent 
Being. I deſire to know of you, Mr. Hapſon, 
if you could poſſibly invent more commo- 
dious Inſtruments for local Motion,” than the 
Legs of Brutes, the Wings of Birds, or the 
Fins of Fiſh. 

Hap. I have an Argument to put to you, 
which juſt now comes into my Head, and 
which I think may partly invalidate what 
you have now ſaid: There are many Pro- 
pee that are vulgarly attributed to other 

Cauſes, 
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Cauſes, when in Reality they are wholly 
owing to Chance. And 

Cl. Before you proceed, let me tell you 
by the By, that when we ſpeak of Chance as 
a poſitive Agent or Cauſe of any Thing, we 
ſpeak improperly, and only according to vul- 
gar Notions : For in Reality there's no ſuch 
Thing as Chance. Tis a mere Imaginary and 
Chimerical Thing, and whatever we com- 
monly ſay to be done, or to be the Effect of 
Chance, is firicily ſpeaking the Effect of ſome 
other true phyſical Cauſe, and not of Chance. 
For Example, if I go to walk in the Garden, 
and a Crow makes me a Preſent upon my 
Hat ; now Chance is neither the Caule of the 
Bird's diſcharging her Excrements, nor of my 
walking. 

Hep. But it was the Effect of Chance, that 
you ſhould be juſt under her when ſhe did it. 

Cl. That is to ſay, it was neither intended 
by the Crow, nor myſelt ; and that is all, 
ſtrictly ſpeaking, you can make of Chance, 
a mere Negation of Deſign and Intention 
in phyſical Caules. 

Hap. I can't allow of this, Mr. Clark; this 
is a ſhort Way of dealing with us indeed : 
Pray let me at leaſt expreſs myſelf after the 
common Way of ſpeaking, and proceed in 
my Objection. There are many Productions at- 
trihuted to other Cauſes, that are wholly owing 


partly 
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partly to Chance, and partly to human Art and 
Induſtry. I doubt not but moſt of the Curio- 
ſities in this Garden came from this Origin. 
Do you ſee thoſe Silver and Gilt Hollies? 
There's no ſuch Thing grows naturally in 
Woods or Hedges. One ſingle Sprig of that 
accidental Mixture of Colour, happening by 
Chance to be found by ſome experimental 
Perſon of Ingenuity, who by Art propa- 
gated it as a Piece of Curioſity : So that at 
preſent there's nothing more common in Gar- 
dens than this. Now I don't fee why the 
like Improvement may not be made with as 
much Succeſs, in ſenſitive Creatures, and in 
human Bodies, as in Vegetables. That which 
Jacob is ſaid to have practis'd upon Sheep, in 
procuring a parti-colour'd Race of them, may 
ſerve for a ſmall Eſſay of this Kind. We 
don't know how far this Art may have been 
improv'd Time out of Mind : Every Limb 
we have, may have come this Way, for ought 
I know: At leaſt, that which you inſtance in 
the Hoofs of Cattle, I think may be practica- 
ble enough. | 

Cl. This is pleaſant enough, Mr. Hap/or : 

I hope you don't expect a Solution to this 
Objection of yours. 

Sir Pet. Really, Mr. Clark, I think Ned Hap- 
ſon hath found out a very ſhrewd Argument 
againſt you, Why may it not happen —— 
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this Experimental Gentleman might have ty'd 
ſomething like a pair of Shoes at the Horns 
of a Cow that's going with Calf, that might 
make ſuch a deep Impreſſion in her Imagina- 
tion, ſo as to cauſe her to bring forth a Calf 
with thoſe natural Shoes, we now fee they 
have? I am reſolv'd I'll try this Secret upon 
my Hounds; if I can get into a Breed of ſhod 
Fox Hounds, I ſhall highly value them. | 
Steerp. For confirmation of this, pray give 
me Leave to tell you, what happen'd ſome 
time ago in the Pariſh I was born in. An Ex- 
perimental Perſon of Ingenuity came to a 
poor Woman in the Town,that could not main- 
tain her Children with Shoes and Stockings; 
he gave her a lively Picture of a Pair of Legs 
with Stockings on, and a Pair of Shoes at the 
End of them, charging her, when [he knew 
her ſelf to be breeding, to have that Picture 
commonly before her Eyes, and in.her Mind, 
and he doubted not but her Child would bring 
Shoes and Stockings with it into the World, 
that would never wear out. The Secret took 
Air, and came to the Ears of our Shoemaker, 
who goes ſtrait and imparted it to his Brother- 
hood in the neighbouring Corporation. The 
whole Company met and ſat upon the Point, 
and came to this Concluſion : That, in Caſe 
the Deſiga took Effect, they would draw up 
a Petition.to the Civil Magiſtrate, to put a 
Stop to any farther Progreſs of an Expedient 
K that, 
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that might end in the utter Ruin of their - 
Trade. In fine, the Project did not ſucceed, 
the Child was born like the reſt, without Shoes 
and Stockings, nay, it had not ſo much as a 
Slipper on. 

Cl. However, the Brotherhood of Shoe- 
makers were much in the right on't; and the 
Magiſtrates would certainly have granted their 
Petition; for none could tell where ſuch Pro- 
jects would end: For when Shoes and Stockings 
were provided, they would undoubtedly pro- 
ceed to the Breeches, then the Coat, Hat, 
Perriwig, and in Time, both Male and Fe- 
male would have come into the World clad 
from Top to Toe, and then farewell all the 
Trade and Manufacture of the whole King- 
dom. I own ſtrange Things have happen'd, 
when Women have been diſappointed of any 
thing they have long'd for in the Time of 
their Breeding ; ſo that in my Opinion, the 
Gentleman ſhould have oblig'd the Woman 
to have gone barefoot, then perhaps ſhe might 
have long'd for a pair of Shoes and Stockings, 
and if diſappointed, perhaps the Child might 
have had the Mark of them. on ſome Part of 
its Body ; but, I fear, not at all to anſwer the 
Deſign. J 

Hap. I ſee, Gentlemen, you have a mind to 
be merry with me, I am glad I have contri- | 
buted to your Diverſion : perhaps it might be 
needful, by way of Interlude, after ſo long 
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a Diſcourſe. Pray, Mr. Clark, anſwer me this 

at leaſt, If theſe Parts of the Body were 

made with Deſign for Inſtruments of Motion, 

how comes it, that ſome Creatures have Wings 

and cannot uſe them : Others make little Ule 

of their Legs: Some are wholly depriv'd of 
all theſe Inſtruments you have ſpoke of. 

Cl, Altho' I have ſhewn you evident To- 
kens of an Intelligent Being, in many In- 
ſtances, as to the Generality of Creatures, yet 
I pretend not to dive into the Counſels and 
Deſigns of the Supream Being, as to all Par- 
ticulars z..yet, as to the Clearing this ſeeming 
Difficulty you have ſtarted, *tis to be obſerv'd, 
that there are ſome Deſigns and Ends that re- 
card the Whole, and others that regard par- 
ticular Parts of the Creation. It were doubt- 
Jeſs more for the private Convenience of a 
Frog, to have Feathers and Wings, a Snail 
Legs, and an Eel Fins ; but the Order of the 
Univerſe requires the contrary, The Divine 
Creator thereof, ſeem'd, as to the Whole, to 
propoſe to himſelf theſe Ends. Firſt, To 
fill the World with a vaſt Variety of Living 
Creatures. Secondly, That among them 
there ſhould be found a Kind of equal Gra- 
dation from the Higheſt to the Loweſt. This 


Gradation may be obſervable in ſeveral Re- 


pets. You may conſider Creatures as di- 
vided into three Ranks: The Inhabitants of 
the Land, the Water, and the Air. Secondly, 
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'The whole World may be divided into Intel- 
lectual, Senſitive, Vegetative, and Inanimate 
Beings. The Gradation from the Water to 
the Land Animals, is kept up by the Otter, 
Water-Rat, and ſeveral Sea-fiſh, that have all 
the Parts and Shape of Beaſts. The flying 
Squirril, Bat, Oſtrich, and ſeem to 
make the Gradation between Beaſts and Fowl. 
There's a Fiſh that can fly ſome Length above 
the Water; this and ſome of the Diver Kind, 
make the Gradation from the Fowl to Fiſn. 
As to the ſecond Diviſion, the Monkey and 
the Natural Fool, and it Mr. Hagſon were 
not here, I'd put the Atheiſt for the gradual 
Steps, from the Senſitive to the Intellec- 
tual Beings. The Oyſter and the Senſitive 
Plant, are the Gradation from the Vegetative 
to the Senſitive Beings. The Wall-Moſs and 
the Diamond may be put for the Gradation 
from the Inanimate to the Vegetative Beings. 
There ſeems alſo a Gradation deſign'd from 
the Higheſt to the Loweſt, in every one of 
theſe Ranks amongſt themſelves, from the 
higheſt Angel to the Natural; from the Mon- 
key to the Oyſter; from the Cedar of Libanus 
to the Moſs of the Wall: Hence we may eaſily 
account for thoſe Detects you mention'd. A- 
mongſt Senſitive Creatures, ſome have five 
Senſes in great Perfection; others want one of 
them, others more, till you deſcend to the 
Oyſter, that ſeems to enjoy only one, and 
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that imperfectly too, viz. The Senſe of Feei- 


ing. Yet Providence as much appears in theſc 
Kinds of Creatures, as in the reſt; ſince a 
Creature ſo helpleſs and ſenfelcſs as all Kinds 
of Shell-fiſh, would have their whole Species 
ſoon deſtroy*d, were not they guarded and ſe- 
cured within the Cover of a hard She!l for 
their Defence. The Earth-worm feems to 
enjoy no more than two Senſes at moſt, it 
wants all the common Organs of Motion ; 
yet to ſupply that Defect, has a Body of ſuch 
a Make, that it can move with tolerable Speed 
by Contraction and Extenſion of its Body. 
The Snail moves too, tho' ſlowly, yet with an 
ealy kind of conſtant Motion, tho? it has no 
exterior Parts fit for it. Nor does it move by 
contracting or extending its Body, but ad- 
vances itſelf altogether, as if it were moved 
by Clock-Work ; and perhaps there may be 
more Ingenuity in the inward Springs of its 
Motion, than in other Creatures. There's a 
Gradation obſervable in Fowl as to the Uſe 
of their Wings; ſome fly almoſt conſtantly, 
ſwiftly, an with Eaſe; others ſeldomer, lower, 
and with more Pains. Some fly but little, 
others never, and the Caſlowary has hard- 
ly any thing like a Wing. Some Birds have 
very ſhort and weak Legs, and make but 
little uſe of them. I mean thoſe of the Swallow 
Kind, eſpecially the Swift. This Bird feeds 
on Flies in the Air, and to catch them the 
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more eaſily, it has a Mouth thrice as wide in 
proportion as other Birds. They have long 
Wings that carry them in the Air with great 
Eaſe, without being tired, ſo that they are 
almoſt always on the Wing, and therefore 
have little Uſe of their Legs. And ſince all 
the Swallow Kind feed upon Flies only, which 
are not to be met with in Winter, Providence 
has adapted this Property to their Nature, that 
againſt the Time of their Prey being with- 
drawn, they creep into ſecret Places fit for 
that Purpoſe, and there lie in a Kind of inani- 
mate State all Winter, Is not this the Effect 
of Thought and Deſign ? Well, Mr. Hap/on, 
I hope the Conſideration I have had for your 
laſt Ob jection, will make amends for the 
paſſing over the other ſo ſlightly. I might 
bring Arguments of this Nature without 
End; and ſtill more convincing ones, from 
the interior Parts of the Bodies of Men and 
Brutes : But I think I need not ſay any more. 
I have only one more to offer, and then, Mr. 
Hapſon, I'll leave ycu to digeſt the whole, and 
draw your own Concluſion from what has 
been ſaid. I have given you evident Proots 
of Deſign and Thought, in the various 
Organs of Motion in Senſitive Creatures: 
There's ſtill greater Proof of them in the 
Motion of Inanimate Bodies. When Things 
of this Kind, void of all Life and Senſe, are 
ſeen to move, and to move for an End too, we 

may 
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may plainly conclude that they move not 
themſelves, but are moved by others. Should 
you ſee an Arrow fly in the Air, you could 
not imagine how it moved of itſelf : But if 
ſtanding by the Side of a Bett, you ſhould 
ſee halt a Dozen Arrows, one after another, 
ſtriking into the White from ſome Diſtance, 
you'd not only conclude that they mov'd not 
by themſelves, but were ſent by the Hand of 
expert Archer. Should you ſee in the Mid- 
dle of this Garden, a Ball of Clay hanging 
immoveable in the Air, without any thing to 
be ſeen or felt to ſupport it; ſhould you ſee 
another at ſome Diſtance from it, by a regular 
and conſtant Motion carry'd round it, once in 
twenty-four Hours, without any thing to be 
ſeen or felt, that put it in Motion; ſhould 
one tell you, that theſe Balls have been ſeen 
in this Poſture for ſome Thouſands of Years, 
and were likely to continue fo to the End of 
the World ; the finding out a perpetual Mo- 
tion having ſo long puzzled all the Wit of 
Man, ſhews that ſuch a Work as this is far 
above the Power of human Art. Pray then, 
Mr. Hapſon, can you tel] me what it is that 
ſupports the Earth in the Middle of the Air, 
and who, or what is it that moves the Sun 
after ſo conſtant a Manner, that for nigh Six 
I houſand Years it has never deviated in its 
Courſe? And this for ſuch important Ends, 
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Its Motion is ſo regulated, that the chief 
Parts of the Earth may enjoy an equal Suc- 
ceſſion of Light and Darkneſs, and different 
Degrees of its Heat: Both which Ends are 
highly requiſite ; all Creatures requiring a con- 
ſiderable Time for Sleep and Reſt. Tis requi- 
lite there ſhould be a Time, when all Creatures 
might be obliged, by Reaſon of the Darkneſs, 
to make altogether a general Ceſſation from 
Buſineſs and Noiſe, to take this neceſſary Re- 
poſe. The different Degrees of Heat are like- 
wile requiſite, One Degree being neceſſary for 
fome Vegetables, another Degree for other 
Sorts of them: One Degree of ! teat being re- 
quiſite for bringing forth Fruits, another for 
ripening and bringing them to full Maturity. 
*Tis likewiſe neceſſary there ſhould be a Sea- 
ſon, wherein the Earth ſhould lie fallow as it 
were, as it does in Winter, that it might re- 
cover new Heart and Vigour, to ſend forth 
its fructifying Juices at the Return of the Sun. 
All this is antwer'd to the ſame Intents and 
Purpoſes, whether you ſuppoſe the Sun or the 
Earth to move. They are both inanimate 
Bodies, and therefore can't move themſelves 
at all, much leſs can they move for ſuch im- 
portant Ends. Now, Mr. Hap/on, if you tell 
me that this glorious Body is made by Chance, 
moves thus regularly by Chance, and for thoſe 
Ends by Chante ; I can't poſſibly either be- 


lieve you, or think that you believe Wm 
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No certainly, you can't poſſibly be ſo very 
great a Wit, as to find out ſo abſtruſe a My- 


ſtery of Abſurdity. 


Mr. Hapſon ſaid no more, or rather had 
nothing more to ſay. I believe he was fully 


convinced, but whether truly converted, I 
cannot determine.

PON the 4th there arriv'd here an an- 

cient Gentleman from the City of Lan- 
don; by the Diſſatisfaction that appear'd in his 
Looks, and the broken Expreſſions that eſ- 


cap'd him as he advanced towards us, we 


gather'd that his coming hither was contra 

to his Expectation. Being aſk'd the Cauſe of 
his Diſcontent, and whether he had not found 
hard Meaſure at the Bar he juſt now left? 
He anſwer'd, That he thought he was 
very hardly dealt with; for, ſaid he, would 
you imagine that a Man, who had left an 
hundred Pounds Sterling in his laſt Will and 
Teſtament, to be given for charitable Ules, 
ſhould be condem d for Injuſtice and Hard- 
heartedneſs to the Poor ? That, ſaid one, is 
the commoneſt Thing in the World. Did 
you never hear of one who ſtole a Gooſe and 
* gave 
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gave the Giblets to the Poor ? This, I fear, 
we ſhall find to be juſt your Caſe, when your 
Sentence and the Account of your Trial is 
given in to Mammon, the Governor of our 
Province; and fo it prov'd: For the Devil 
that brought him gave Account to the Gover- 
nor, that he was convicted to be one, who 
had ever liv'd in the Habit of Avarice, 
having an immoderate Love of Riches, more 
than he had Occaſion, or ever made uſe of: 
He kept an unreaſonable Quantity of them 
by him, without Benefit to himſelf, or others : 
He made them the Idol of his Heart; and 
his Love of Gain was ſo inſatiable, fo inordi- 
nate, that he never conſider'd the Lawfulneſs, 
or Unlawfulneſs of the Means of procuring 
it; and was plainly convicted of many In- 
juſtices and Frauds in his Dealing: He was 
deaf to the Cries of the Poor; but to ſatisfy 
in ſome Manner the Clamours of his own 
Conſcience on that Account, he thought to 
attone for all, by leaving an Hundred Pounds 
to the Poor after his Death. When he was 
rieſt by the Minifter of Chriſt to repent, on 
is Death-Bed, and admoniſh'd to the Neceſ- 
fity of reſtoring ſeveral Hundreds of Pounds : 
Nay, ſaid he, if that be neceflary, een let it be 
as it is; pray, Sir, let me alone, I know what 
I have to truſt to. In this Diſpoſition he died. 
Mammon, at the hearing of this, and having 
read his Sentence, order'd him to his ones 
an 
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and the Senteuce pronounced againſt him to 
be executed with the utmoſt Rigour. He 
was forthwith conducted to the Company of 
a whole Clan of Miſers, who had been de- 
ceiv'd by the fame Artifice. 

Mercury begs leave to interpoſe a Word or 
two of Reflection upon this Paſſage. The 
Perſon, or Devil, or whover it was, that ſends 
this Advice, perhaps had it in his Deſign, to 
diſcourage the leaving of charitable Legacies : 
But this by no Means ought to be done. 
Moſt of the greateſt Benefactions to the Pub- 
lick have come this Way; and it's often the 
Token of great Piety in the Donors. It's 
true, one may put more Weight upon a good 
Deed than it will bear; and the Miſer's Caſe, 
who is juſtly condemn'd, ſhews us how this 
Kind of Charity may loſe its Value. I believe 
none will deny, but that a Charity given in a 
Man's Life-time, is much to be prefer'd be- 


fore the Legacies of the Dead: For he wo 


leaves any thing in this Manner, is not ſo 
properly ſaid to give, as to leave others fo give, 
what at that Time he cannot poſſibly have any 
Occaſion for. When a Perſon that's forced 
to part with a Thing, gives it to me rather 
than another, I am oblig'd to him for it, but 
in a leſs Degree than I ſhould be to one who 
gives me what he might as well keep for him- 
ſelf, and for his own Uſe : Wherefore [I ear- 
neſtly adviſe all to give whatever they can 
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ſpare in their Life-time. He who ſets a 
Value upon the Widow's Mite, will conſider 
the Circumſtances of the Giver more than the 
Gift. Eugenius has but a moderate Fortune, 
yet ſpares from his Divertiſements, Convenien- 
cies, and many allowable Expences, to relieve 
the Wants of the Poor: Altho' what he thus 
gives be but little in itſelf, yet is far more va- 
luable than the Thouſand Pounds, which 
Dives has by him, and which he deſigns to 
keep as long as he can, out of a groundleſs 
Fear that he might poſſibly want it on ſome 
Occaſion or other ; but yet intends for the 
Poor what remains at his Death. 

But, Sir Theophilus Philoplutus abounds in 
Wealth, yet has no ſuch charitable Deſigns, ei- 
ther for the preſent or future. He knows not 
how to part with a Penny, unleſs in Hopes of 
making (wo of it. One would think, it 
would hit with his Genius, to place it in his 
Hands, who has promis'd not Five per Cent. 
but an Hundred for One: But Philoplutus is 
for quick Returns, he cannot carry his View 
to ſuch a Diſtance : He looks upon the Bags 
he has in his keeping, to be wholly his own, 
and at his own Diſpoſal ; but I fear it will be 
one Day clearly prov'd againſt him, that he's 
only the Steward of them. I am order'd to 
preſent him with ſeveral Bills that are drawn 
upon him from his great Maſter ; but I 
queſtion whether he will cicher take any 
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notice of or accept them. The Bills run 
thus :

Hereas it was notified to his Majeſty's 
Privy-Council, by a Courier from 
France, that the young Preacher Abbot Soyer 
was to hold forth before a great Congregation 
the next Sunday; a Debate was held this Day 
in the Council, what Meaſures were fitteſt ei- 
ther to put a Stop to his Preaching, or at leaſt 
to prevent the farther Miſchief of his Sermons; 
ſince many of his Majeſty's Subjects had al- 
ready withdrawn themſelves from his Service 
by hearing him preach. Some of the Council 
were for frightening him out of the Pulpit 
with a Bug- bear; others were for ruffling his 
Mind, and diſcompoſing him for the Perfor- 
mance, by burning his Tops and Whirlegigs : 
Many Expedients were propoſed, bur it is not 
yet known to the Publick, what in the End 
was agreed upon. 
The Reader may perhaps remember the 
Accounts 
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Accounts that were given in the News-Papers 
about Half a Year ago, of this extraordinary 
Perſon : That he was then about nine Years 
of Age, and had preached with great Ap- 

lauſe for four Years z that he was approv'd 
by his Holineſs, and had a Penſion from the 
French King, and calPd himſelf the Apaſtolical 
Preacher. 

It was not a little ſurpriſing to obſerve, how 
he was ſuddenly changed, from the Affections 
and Humours uſual in Children to a manly 
Comportment, which cauſed Admiration in 
all that ſaw it, When the Account of this 
came firſt to my Ears, I had the Curioſity to 
pry a little into this Miracle in Nature, We 
of the ether World have a great Advantage on 
theſe Occaſions: We can look into a Man, 
and view him through and through, I had 
a Mind to look into Abbot Soyer's Head, and 
thought to have enter'd it by the Suture of the 
Os Frontis, but found it wholly grown up, as 
much as in any Adult Perſon. I made my 
Paſſage into his Head by the Os Cribriforme : 
I found the Texture of his Brain very well 
adapted for the Production of judicious 
Thoughts : There were good Store of animal 
Spirits; the Nerves were come to their due 
Hardneſs, the Fluidity and Moifture of the 
Brain dried up to its juſt Temperament. I 
perceived by ſeveral Tokens that my Preſence 
was troubleſome to him. He W his 
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Head and cried to his Mother, Mamma, my 
Head achs. In my Way out, being come to 
the Septum Naſi, the Child was provok'd to 
ineeze, by which impetuous Motion he flirted 
me out ſomewhat ſooner than I deſired. 

From this Inſpection I drew the following 
Concluſion, viz. That what this Child might 
ſay in his future Sermons, I ſhould not look 
upon as done by immediate Inſpiration, as the 
Words of the Apoſtles and Prophets: But 
the ſudden and wonderful adjuſting of the 
material Parts ſubſcrvient to his Underſtand- 
ing, I look'd upon as ſupernatural. At m 
firſt Entrance, I perceived he had ſome great 
Deſign in his Head: I obſerved molt of his 
Thoughts went the ſame Way, I tollow'd the 
Traces of them up to a certain Cell in the 
memorial Apartment, where I found the 
whole Sketch of his firſt Sermon. I ſoon 
found out the Time appointed for the Perfor- 
mance of, and was refolved to preſent at it. 
He was carried in his Mother's Arms into the 
Pulpit ; ſhe ſeated herſelf on the Steps under 
him: I perch'd upon the Preacher's Shoulder. 
Tno' it was ſome Diſtraction to me to ob- 
ſerve the ſtrange Emotions of Joy and Com- 
plaiſance, that broke forth in the Mother's 
Looks; yet I took every Word down in 
Short-Hand, which I have juſt now tranſkited

1710, by Abbot Soyer, Preacher Apoſtolical, 
in the fixth Year of his Age. 


Uſquequo Parvuli diligitis Infantiam. Prov. c. 1. v. 22 
Ye little ones haw long do you love Infancy Prov. c. I. v. 22. 


Early beloved Chriſtians, the Wonder 
and Amazement I fee expreſs'd in the 
Looks of all of you, could not well be other- 
wiſe without a greater Wonder than that 
which now cauſes your Surprize. I hope the 
extraordinary Nature of my Miſſion will give 
due Weight to my Words of Exhortation to 
you, when you can no longer doubt of the 
Power that ſent me, and the Preſence of the 
Divine Spirit that acts in me. I hope that 
together with your ſerious A ttention, you will 
yield up your Hearts and Wills to the Deſigns 
of his Mercy to you, who for your Sakes more 
than for my own, has given Light to my Un- 
derſtanding, Strength to my Voice, and Elo- 
quence to my Tongue: who, in fine, makin 
Choice of the weak Things of the World to 
confound the ſtrong, has inſpir d me to aſcend 
to this Place, that on this Day, from the 
Mouth of an Intant, and from this Text I 
have choſen, he may convict you of Childiſh- 
neſs, 
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neſs, of Simplicity and of Folly, in a Concern 
wherein it behov'd you moſt of all to ſhew 
yourſelves Men, wiſe and prudent : I mean in 
the Affair of your Souls eternal Salvation, 
Dear Chriſtians, the ſacred Orators of theſe 
Times, have raiſed their Voice upon this Sub- 
ject and Text, have often cry'd to you at the 
Head of Multitudes from this Place, and re- 
proach'd you of this Childiſhneſs and Folly, 
as much now as in the Days of Solomon ; 
When Wiſdom, as he ſays, preach'd on this 
Text in the open Air, and in all Places of 
Concourſe. Sapientia foris prædicat, in plateis 
dat vocem ſuam : In capite Turbarum clamitat, 
in foribus portarum urbis profert verba ſua, di- 
cens : Uſquequo parvuli diligitis infantiam. But 
alas! how ſmall has been the Fruit of their 
Preaching to you! The World grows {till 
more fooliſh, more childiſh every Day in this 
important Concern, and more in Love with 
its Folly than ever. Have I any Reaſon to 
hope for better Succeſs with you than others ? 
This Matter is yet doubtful ; perhaps you will 
not always reſiſt the Holy Ghoſt, nor bear the 
Reproach of a preaching Infant, exhorting you 

to true Wiſdom without being heard. 
In ſpeaking to you on this Subject, I ſhall 
confine my Diſcourſe to theſe two Heads. ; 
Firſt, I ſhall account for this Appellation 
in the Text (Ze little ones,) by endeavouring | 
to make it clear to you, that wilful Sinners 
bchave 
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behave themſelves more childiſhly than In- 
ſants in their childiſh Actions. | 

Secondly, From the following Words, ( How 
long will ye love Childiſhneſs) which imply a 
Kind of Reproach for loving it ſo long, I 
ſhall exhort you to lay aſide all inordinate 
Affection to the trifling Enjoyments of this 
World, and more earneſtly to purſue the un- 
periſhable Goods of the other World. 

I muſt obſerve to you in the Entrance of 
this Diſcourſe, that a Thing may be eſteem'd 
a Trifle in itſelf, or only comparatively ſuch, 
with regard to ſomething of much greater 
Concern. The Play-things of Children are 
Trifles in themſelves, and alſo Trifles in Com- 
pariſon of the greater Affairs of the World: 
And theſe alſo may be juſtly eſteem'd Trifles in 
Compariſon of the Affairs of the next Life. 
One who truly conſiders that he has on his 
Hands the important Concern of gaining for 
himſelf an Eternity of unſpeakable Bliſs, and 
eſcaping an Eternity of inſupportable Puniſh- 
ments, will juſtly eſteem the Goods or Exils 
that reach no farther than this momentary 
Space of Life, as mere Trifles and Play-things 
of Children, when compared with thoſe molt 
important Concerns, 

Another Thing to be obſerv'd 1s, that the 
Childiſhneſs and Folly of Infants, appears, 
frſt, in their being pleaſed with Trifles ; ſe- 
condly, in the fooliſh Choices they make, in pre- 
ferring the Toys before more ä

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both your Folly and Injuſtice, either to con- 
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I remember. about half a Year ago, before 
the Divine Goodneſs enlighten'd my Under- 
ſtanding, I was one Day very buſy in looking 
over a very choice Collection of Houſhold- 
Stuff in Miniature, that had been lately pre- 
ſented me; the Value whereof might in all I 
believe amount to about three Livres. A 
Gentleman that was an Acquaintance of my 
Father's, having a mind to divert himſelf 
with my childiſh Simplicity, offer'd to cheap- 
en my Ivory Warming-Pan, and ſhewing me 
a Bond of a Thouſand Pounds Sterling, he 
aſk'd me if this might be ſufficient to purchaſe 
that uſeful Utenſil ? I ran over the Paper 
with my Eye, and finding nothing in it wor- 
thy of my Admiration, I return'd-it to the 
Gentleman, and deſir'd him to excuſe me, if 
I eſteem'd the leaſt Part of my Goods worth 

forty ſuch Papers as that. But ſome Time 
after this, when my Play- things were no longer 
new to me, the foreſaid Gentleman treated 
me with more Succeſs: For with a Penny- 
worth of Sweetmeats, he purchaſed the Whole 
Inventory of my Goods.

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Brethren, I fear there are many ſuch Chil- 
dren as theſe amongſt you : There are more 
Children above the Age of Twenty than un- 
der it. But, ſuch Children as help did I ſay ? 
Ay. and, far worſe than thele. This alam, 
Perſon I have inſtanced, might be eſteem'd a 
Solomon in Compariſon of thole, who childiſhly 
give up their eternal Inheritance for Trifles, 
that are far leſs proportionable to it, than a 
Rattle is to all the Wealth of France. How 
many are there, alas! how very y. many, that 
will incur the Forfeiture of all the Goods of 
another World, and ſell their Souls to eternal 
Puniſhments, and for what?

What 
a deſpicable Opinion muſt ſuch a one have of 
your childiſh Simplicity and Fully, when he 
fees a Man that pretends to Wiſdom and Po- 
licy, ſufficient in his own Opinion to govern 
others, and make Laws for a Nation, when 
he ſees this wiſe Politician playing the Infant 
in ſo fooliſh a Manner, making ſuch a childiſh 
Bargain, as to ſell his Soul and eternal Hap- 
pineſs for the Embraces of a Whore, or tor 
the refin'd and valuable Pleaſure of intempe- 
rate Drinking ; for a Title of Honour, or tor 
the purchaſing an Eſtate, whereby his Chil- 
ciren may live in Pomp, while he is ſcorching 
in Hell tor it!

* Hands? Were it not my Intent that you who 
are Rich ſhould provide for the Neceſſities of 
the Poor, I might indeed be juſtly accus'd of 


Neglect and Cruelty to them, while I ſeep 
an 
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and cloath the Beaſts of the Field and Fow! 
of the Air, but leave. them Forlorn, Naked, 
and Hungry, debarr'd the Uſe of the Ele- 
ments and Fruits of the. Earth. Far is this 
from my Deſign, that theſeſhould wholly want 
that which' was created for the Benefit of all. 
Woe be to you therefore, ye rich Men, who 
thus pervert the Deſigns of Providence: who 
engroſs the common Elements to yourſelves, 
and render the whole Creation uſeleſs and de- 
fective in regard to my mine and your indi- 
gent Brethren, and cauſe them to blaſpheme 
my Name, and curſe my Providence in ſuffer- 
ing them to be thus abandon'd.

If you believe me in this, you have ſurely a 
molt obdurate Heart, to refuſe mie a ſmall 
Parcel of your worldly Goods, who have given 
you my Lite, and every Drop of my Blood, 
I myſelf was content to be poor on Earth, 
and to undergo all the Inconveniencies, Hard- 
ſhips and Contempt of Poverty : But out of 
Tenderneſs to you, I would not permit you 
to ſuffer any Part of that Hardſhip, which I 
underwent for your Sake.

ad we not two or three Incarnado's lately 
recall'd for this precipitate Way of Proceed- 
ing? All you'll get by this Perſon's Fall is 
this ; the Terror of his preſent Condition will 
ſo affect him, that hel! riſe as ſuddenly as he 
fell; and to make amends, will redouble his 
Care and Diligence in the Service of his God: 
He'll have a greater Humility and Diſtruſt 
of himſelf than before; and believe me, a reli- 
gious Perſon that's truly humble, will be out 
of the Power of the beſt of us to hurt him. 
Nog. You muſt obſerve all of you this for 
a general Rule. When you deſign, to enſnare 
a religious Perſon, let all be done by Degrees 
tis no ſudden Buſineſs, but the Work of 
many Years. Firſt, you muſt find out 
whether it be from a natural Diſpoſition of 
the Mind, and an inbred Averſion and Diſ- 
taſte of Vice, that he takes up this Way of 
Living: Or whether it be ſrom a virtuous 
| Educa- 
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Education, and a frequent Application of the 
Mind to the Things of another World, by 
Reading, Meditation and Reflection. 

As for Perſons of this latter Sort : You 
may dea! with them after this Manner, Firſt, 
by the Diſtraction of worldly Affairs, by 
frequenting Company and Diverſions, bring 
them to abate ſomewhat of their Religious 
Exerciſes: Then make them perform *em 
daily with leſs and leſs Fervour : Then tempt 
them to ſeveral leſſer Faults and Offences, 
which by Degrees you may make cuſtomary ; 
ſo that they become familiar to them without 
their uſing any Endeavours to avoid them. 
When you have thus by ſlow Degrees, 
brought them into this luke-warm State, 
then you are carefully to conſider what parti- 
cular Vice, or conſiderable Failing, their Na- 
ture moſt inclines them to ; then all the Art 
and Cunning you have, muſt aſſiſt you in 
drawing them into your Snares, which ſtill 
mult be done by Degrees. 

I remember I had once for my Ward, one 
that was reckon'd the very Pink of Devotion 
and Virtue. I found by his Complexion, that 
I had no more likely Way to attack him, than 
by joining Forces with his Domeſtick Enemy 


the Fleſh, Tho? he was a Man of an exem- 


plar and ſpotleſs Chaſtity, and had forſworn 
even the religious Contract of Matrimony, I 
pre- 
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prepared him by „and brought him 
intimately acquainted with a She Friend, who 
was alſo a virtuous Lady. Their firſt Confe- 
rences in private, thro* my own Suggeſtion, 
breath'd nothing but Virtue and Piety. I 
purpoſedly endeavour'd to deaden in them all 
Incitements to Luſt, inſtead of tempting them 
to it: Two Years paſt, before their rigid 
Purity would allow them to bring their Lips 
together, according to Cuſtom and common 
Civility, at firſt Meeting. Within Half a 
Year after they had indulg'd themſelves into 
that charitable Cuſtom, I brought them now 
and then to ſeaſon their Diſcourſe, with a fond 
Salute or Two in the Middle of a Conference: 
When I had advanc'd them thus far, and en- 
tangled them in a carnal Love for one another, 
I then ply'd them with Temptations to en- 
gage in a Criminal Commerce; which after a 
gradual Proficiency from one Dalliance to 
another, I at laſt compaſs'd; and wherein, to 
my great Satisfaction, they continu'd to the 
End of their Lives. They are now broiling 
together, and curſing each other in the Fhird 
Province of Low-England. 

As for the other Sort, your Way of dealing 
with them is thus: You muſt not tempt 
them to what their Nature has no Inclination 
for, but rather confirm them in the Diſtaſte 
and Averſion they have, ſor the common and 

groſſer 
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groſſer Vices of the Age ; that you may the 
more eaſily enſnire them. in other Reſpects. 
This will breed in them à Contempt of others, 
and a Confidence in themſelves and their own 
pretended Virtue: Which, as it commonly 
conſiſts only yn the Negation of Vice, ſo their 
Fall muſt be chiefly procur'd by their Omiſ- 
ſions of, Duty. Having no violent Paſſions to 
ſtruggle with, they are like unexperienc'd 
Soldiers in Time of Peace, that know not how 
to fight: Hence they caſily are brought to 
omit thoſe Chriſtian Duties, that require vi- 
gorous Reſolution, Pains, and Self-Denial for 
their Performance. You may eaſily lead them 
into. a State of Lazineſs, InColence, Indevo- 
tion, f yrgetfulneſs of God, Selt-love, Love of 
their awn Eaſe and Humour, and with good 
Management, you may tempt them with Suc- 
cels to Irreligion, Incredulity in Matters of 
Faith, and ſometimes to Scepticiſm and 
Deim. ue

cated to all Mothers, Grandmotbers, Godmothers, 
Aunts, Governants, Nurſes, Dry Nurſes, Nur- 
ſery Maids, and Children's Maids, &c. This 
Volume contains Inſtructions for the Seven 
firſt Years, and conſiſts of Seven Parts, viz. 
a Part for each Year. The firſt Part con- 


tains Four long Chapters, which again are 


ſubdivided into ſeveral Paragraphs. In the 
Firſt Chapter I earneſtly exhort all Parents to 
give Suck to their own Children, and not to 
turn them out of Doors to Strangers. I am 
very ſevere and ſatyrical on all thoſe who neg- 
le& this natural Duty, without a juſt Cayſe 
to exempt them. One, amongſt the many 
Reaſons | alledge, is, becauſe the Temper 
and natural Diſpoſitions of the Nurſe, are 
very probably jmbib'd with the Milk. For 
which Reaſon I don't preſs this Obligation ſo 

| very 
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very earneſtly upon thoſe Mothers, who 
know themſelves to be of an evil Temper 
and Diſpoſition, as upon others. Tho' by 
| the by, in my Preface to this Volume, I ad- 
| moniſh ſuch as theſe, by all Means, to ab- 
ſtain from Matrimony, as very much doubt- 
of their Call to that State of Life. We 
ſee in other Creatures that are ſubjected to 
| human Dominion, the choiceſt of the Kind 
| are only reſerv'd for Breeders. Had Man- 
| kind obſerv*d this wiſe Method in their own 
| Caſe, the World had never been ſo miſerably 
| 


degenerate and corrupt as it is. I am ſure 

theſe Meafures are ſtrictly obferv'd in Hell. 
When the- Devil has found out a Woman 

of a true malicious and envious Nature, of a 

fiery Temper, high Spirit, as they call it, and 

fierce Paſſions, who will compaſs her Ends at 

any Rate, and let the World talk ; who out- 

ftrides all of her Sex, vaults upon their 

Shoulders, and loves to be ſeen above them, | 

in any thing that's contrary to Decency and 

| Decorum ; who by her Malice, Pride, and 

1 revengeful Spirit, has obtain'd the Title of u 

[| Devil of a Woman ,, who, if marry'd, lets her 

| Hutband'be Head of the Family, no farther 

| than to carry the Horns: Or, if ſhe be one 

| that's kept tor private Service, like a fierce 

Beaſt, ſhe falls foule on heri(Keeper,, and 
roves his Miftreſs more Ways than one. 
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Moll Termagant was one of theſe who kick'd 
her Knight who kept her, out of his Coach ; 
the Coachman for looking compaſſionately 
on his Maſter, was ſerv'd the like Sauce; 
ſhe box'd and unbox'd him in a Trice; 
ſtrides into his Place, and rode home like a 
Goddeſs in Triumph. When, I lay, the 
Devil has a Female of this Cumplex.on, he 
has his Eye upon her for a Breeder z when he 
has her in Hell, he couples her w th a choice 
Devil for the Purpoſe, an.l is now got into a 
Breed of young Mongrels that are as arch 
and miſchievous Devils as any in Hell. 
Doxilla, who lately arr'v'd from the Weſt of 
England, is now gone Six Months of her 
Count; there's great Expectation of a ho 
ful Offspring. Theſe may be thought choice 
Breeders for Hell; but none of this Character 
of either Sex ſhould have my Vote for pro- 
pagating a miſchievous Generation upon 
Earth. 

The Second Chapter of my Firſt Part con- 
tains Inſtructions for the Choice of a Nurſe, 
being addreſs'd to thoſe Mothers who can al- 
ledge juſt Reaſons to exempt them from do- 
ing —— Duty themſelves. The Firſt Para- 
graph enumerates the:Qualities requiſite in a 
compleat Nurſe, the Second Jays down their 
— and Obligations. 
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Amongſt the Qualities requir'd I reckon, 
1. A chearful Temper and eaſy Mind. 2. An 
healthful Conſtitution. 3. A good natural 
Diſpoſition to Virtue and Religion. 4. A 
clear Voice and good Utterance. The Duties 
of a compleat Nurſe are, 1. To be well ſkill'd 
in the nurſing Dialect, to be able to hold 
Dialogues of Senſe and Nonſenſe with her 
Child from Morning til] Night; to be ready 
in returning Anſwers in his and her own Be- 
half, to all Comers and Goers. This requires 
great Quickneſs of Thought, ready Elocu- 
tion, and an immenſe Fund of Words. This 
Exerciſe is to be perform'd with a clear Voice, 
without any Let or Imperfection of Speech. 
2. That they have true Love for their Child, 
which for the firſt Two Years, may be permit- 
ted to grow into extravagant Fondneſs, but 
muſt after that be moderated and govern'd 
by Prudence. 3. That ſhe be h:ndy in dref- 
ſing and undreſſing the Child. 4. An inde- 
fatigable Diligence and Addreſs in playing 
and much ſtirring the Child, in dancing it 
upon the Knee, laughing in its Face, Gc. 
T't.is makes a Child ſprightly and lively, and 
lays the Foundation of an active and cheartul 
Temper, and prevents the Rickets. Theſe 
Duties will never be rightly periorm'd, but 
by ſuch Nurſes who from their Childhood 
have ſhewn a hopeful Genius this Way, by a 
Kilful Management of a Puppet or Baby. 

Where- 
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Wherefore I think I cannot do better here, 
than recommend it as a moſt ſerviceable Piece 
of Charity, to ſome well diſpoſed Perſon, to 
found a Nur/ery of Nurſes, where Girls of 
hopeful Talents may be educated, and have 
their ſet Hours of Exerciſe, in dreſſing and 
undreſſing, playing, talking with, and dancing 
their Babies; with a Set of ſkilful Matrons 
that are perfect Miſtreſſes of theſe Exerciſes, 
to be Superiors of their Community, who, 
amongſt other Regulations, may give a 
Lecture every Morning and Evening out of 
this my Compleat Nurſe. 

Towards the End of the Second Year, a 
Child begins to be capable of good or ill Im- 
222 can mind what is ſaid to it, and 
earn ſome Things that may be of uſe to it. 
Wherefore, in the Beginning of my Third 
Part, I invite all my Nurſes to a diligent At- 
tention of what I deliver, ſince my Inſtruc- 
tions begin then to be of more Importance. 

The chief Source of Immorality and Wick- 
edneſs, are Mens unbridled Paſſions : Theſe 
appear in Children betore they have any Uſe 
of Reaſon to govern them; how important 
then is it, that a prudent Guardian ſhould 
have the Management of them, in the Time 
of Reaſon's Minority, to give them a right 
Bent whilſt young and tender. It cannot be 
imagin'd how much may be done in theſe. 
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tender Years. When a Workman takes the 
Materials of his Work into his Hands, even his 
frit Strokes are deſign'd by Degrees, lor the 
bringing it towards its intended Form. A 
Parent's chief Endeavours in the Education of 
their Children, ought to be levell'd at making 
them good Chriſtians : Now a good Chriſtian, 
as I have learnt from the Goſpel, is one that 
can command his Paſſions, one of a mild and 
forgiving Temper, Charitable, Patient and 
Humble; one that deſpiſes the Enjoy ments 
of this World, and bends all his Endeavours 
towards gaining the eternal Rewards of the 
next Life. The Ground-work of all theſe 
Chriſtian Diſpoſitions, may be laid very early, 
and ſome of them even in the Cradle, if they 
who have the Government in their Hands be 
but ſkiltul and diligent enough in doing their 
Parts. But I fear through the unſkilful Ma- 
nagement of unquality*'d Nur ſes, the Seeds of 
the contrary Diſpoſitions of Pride, Contempt 
of others, Self-Love, Envy, Revenge, &c. 
are oftener ſown than thoſe above-mention'd, 

The ordinary Methods of appealing Cbil- 
dren, and of enticing them to do, or not to do 
as they would have them, often proves them 
guilty of this Miſmanagement. The great 
Honours, Titles, and Preferments, which 
Nurſes beſtow ſo liberally upon their Children, 


for ought I know, may leave ſome Impreſ- 
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ſions of vain Ambition in their Minds: I will 
not much inſiſt upon his, for indeed I have 
known ſeveral that have been Princes, Dukes, 
Queens, Dutchefles, Chancellors, and Biſhops 
in the Cradle, have been very well content 
when grown up, to follow the Plow, or fit 
in a Shop: Yet, on the other hand, I have 
known ſome run mad, and fancy themſelves 
the ſelf-ſame dignity'd Perſons, their Parents 
hade made of them in the Nurſery. 

In the Firſt Chapter of the Third Part, I 
am very angry at Nur/es, for a Cuſtom that 
has very much obtain'd in the N-/ery, and is 
become a Common Place of Apyealement. 
When little Maſter has knock'd his Head 
againſt a Poſt, the naughty Poſt muſt be 
beaten to appeaſe him, tho” it has committed 
no Fault at all: This is to lay the firſt Foun- 
dation of an unjuſt and irrational Appetite of 
Revenge, and when 'tis often made uſe of, 
*twill very probably have that Effect. If any 
one has by any Means diſoblig'd him, and 
made him cry, the Nur/e to appeaſe him muſt 
beat the Offender with ſecond-hand Strokes, 
as from the Child, with Ah naughty Thing, to 
hurt my Child! I'll pay him; then all's well 
again, What is this, but to ſow the firſt 
Seeds of a revengeful Spirit, that delights in 
the Puniſhments of others, inſtead of that 
forgiving Diſpoſition, requir'd by the Gol] = ? 
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'Tis a Matter of no ſmall Importance, as 
well as Skill, to entice Children to an Imita- 
tion of ſome commendable Qualities in their 
Companions and Play-Fellows : But the leaſt 
Bungling in this nice Point, will be apt (as 1 
fear it often does) to itir them up to Envy and 
Hatred againſt them. 

In my laſt Chu pter of the Third Part, I 
ſtrictly forbid all Nurſes and others, to frighten 
or appeaſe Children, by threatening them with 
Bug Bears, and Hob-goblins. I conclude 
that Part with laying down this general 
Rule; that Nurſes are to find out ſome good 
and commendable Motives, to make Children 
quiet, and to excite them to do as they would 
have them. 


The following Lines are taken out of my 
Second Volume, 

Parents are more particularly to watch the 
Motions of Nature, the Inclinations and 
Actions of their Children, when the firſt Glim- 
mering of Reaſon is diſcover'd in any thing 
they ſay or do; great Care ought then to be 
taken, in turning their Paſſions the right 
Way, and to direct the Hand of the young 
Governor in the right Managing of them. 

Inſtead of magnifying earthly Enjoyments, 
and making them, as it often happens by un- 


wary Diſcourſes, in love with the Vanity, 


State, and Pomp of the World, let them 
turn 
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turn their Love and Affections towards God and 
Heavenly Things, and raiſe their Hopes to the 
Rewards and Happineſs of the other World. 
Let them often talk to them of the Glory and 
Felicity of God, and his Angels and Saints; 
of the Goodneſs and Perfections of his Divine 
Majeſty. Let them, inſtead of frightening them 
witn Bug-Bears, teach them to dread the 
Devil and the Puniſhments of Hell, and to be 
afraid of offending God by Sin. Let them 
be taught the Deformity and Ingratitude of 
Sin, and the Folly of a Sinner, who ſticks not 
to forfeit his Salvation upon worldly Conſide- 
rations. By ol ten diſcourſing pathetically of 
theſe Things before them, they may have a 
true Senſe and Notion of the Difference be- 
tween this and the other World. Let them 
not be acquainted with the Names of Vice, 
without their juſt Averſi-n to them. Let the 
Charms of Virtue be imprinted on their 
Minds in their true Colours, and let them be 
taught to know the Genuine from the Coun- 


terfeit. Let not Vices be call'd in their Pre- 


ſence by ſofter Names than they deſerve ; 
never ſuffer Whoredom or Adultery to be 
call'd an Amour, or the deceitful Carriage 
and Grimace Men uſe in providing for their 
beaſtly Luſts, have the poliſh'd Name of 


N Gallantry, or the Adulterer be ſtil'd a Gal- 


lant. Let them not call thoſe Infamous 
Creatures 
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Creatures they ſeduce, by any but their own 


common Name of Whore or Strumpet. Never 


let Children be ſo fooliſhly modiſh as this 
comes to. This miſcalling of Things, and 
theſe fine Appe lations, were of Belial's own 
Invention, otherwiſe he could never have in- 
duced Men to commit Actions, whoſe very 
Names they bluſh at. 

When Parents diſcover 1n their Children 
any natural Tendency to any Vice, let this be 
check'd in Time, and the contrary Virtue 
recommended to them with all poſſible Ad- 
vantage, to make them in Love with its 
Beauty, and abhor the Deformity of its op- 
polite Vice; ſo as the one be ſoon rooted 
out, and the other deeply planted in their 
Souls. 

In the Third Part of this Volume. I earneſt- 
ly exhort Parents carefully to avid the two 
Extreams of Indulgence and Severity, both 
being generally attended with ill Conſequences, 
Thoſe Pareats that have found out the Se- 
cret of keeping Children chearful, free, and 
eaſy, and yet tractable and under ſtrict Com- 
mand, have hit upon the right Art of Go- 
vernment. A good Chriſtian is under ſuch 
Reſtraints, as to many Things, which natu- 


ral Inclination carries him to, that nothing's 


more uſeiul and neceſſary to h m, than an ab- 
ſolute Command over himſelf and his Pa- 
ſions: 
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ſions: The readieſt Way to obtain th's, is by 
the frequent Practice of v-1i-denial ; and to 
put Children in a Way to learn this Practice, 
they mult be accuſtonid betimes to be deny'd 
many Things, and taught to bear theſe De- 
nials will.ngly ; tor one that cannot bear a juſt 
Denial from a Parent, will hardly learn to 
deny himſelf of his own Accord. To facilitate 
this Practice they muſt not be ſuffer* to fix 
their iJearts, or be too eagerly bent upon any 
thing. All this muſt be done with as little 
Harſhneſs and Severity, as the different Tem- 
pers of Children will allow. 

Parents ought to have as much Reſpect to 
the Preſence of their Chilaren, as they ought to 
have for theirs ; in being careful not to do any 
thing before them, to give em an ill Exam- 
ple, and prove a Contradiction to their own 
Documents. Great Care alſo muſt be taken 
to keep them from the Familiarity of ſuch 
Companions, as are likely to d them the ill 
Office of teaching them vicious Habits. One 
of Moloc's Agents, a Devil of no ſmall Ex- 
perience, has confeſs'd to me, that this is the 
ordinary Means he makes uſe of to rob Chil- 
dren of their Baptiſmal Innocence. 

The laſt Part of this Volume concludes 
with ſeveral Examples of Miſmanagement in 
the Educatiin of Children; ſome whereof I 
have here inſerted. 


Clitus 
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Clitus came out of the Hands of Nature 
with very promiſing Diſpoſitions ; he loſt his 
Father in'his Infancy, and was lett wholly to 
the Management of a fond Mother: Her in- 
diſcreet Fondneſs, and the Complaiſance the 
took in ſeeing him a fine Child, and her own 
fine Child too, made her far more barbarous 
to him than Herod was to the Innocents he 
murder'd: She had a great Ambition of 
having him eſteem'd a forward Child, and 
therefore inſtead of framing his Mind betimes 
to Piety and Virtue, all her Induſtry was laid 
out in procuring him that, which the laſt Age 
call'd Inpudence; but is now become pretty 
Behaviour, Wit, and Good-Breeding. Every 
Company ſhe comes into, was ſure to be 
teaz'd to Death, with the Hiſtory of his witty 
Sayings and Actions: Whatever other Mo- 


thers told of their Children, it was ſure to 


uſher in ſomething done by Clitiy, that far ex- 
celPd them: Inſtead of teaching him Obe- 
dience to her, ſhe herſelf practis'd an entire 
Obedience to him: He became her Tutor at 
Six Years old; and before he was Eight, he 
got the Government of the whole Family in- 
to his Hands. If a Servant fail'd to humour 
him, he had a ready Way to revenge himſelt: 
His Complaints were always reaſonable and 
Juſt in the Mother's Eyes; the Child was al- 
ways in the Right; he was Plaintiff — 
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neſs ; and both Sentence and Puniſhment were 
given by his Direction: He had every thing 
he had a mind to; nothing mult be deny'd 
him that could poſſibly be done to pleaſe 
him: No Perſuaſions could induce her to 
ſuffer him to be ſent from home to be put in- 
to better Hands. What's the Effect of this 
wretched Education? Clitus, when grown up, 
became an imperious, proud, conceited Block- 
head, an ill-natur'd Humouriſt, and a de- 
bauch'd Libertine, Slave to a Number of 
craving Paſſions ; not to be govern'd, ſince he 
never knew what it was to deny himſelf, or 
to be deny*'d. His Wife and Children ſtarve 
at home, whilſt he is dividing their Suſtenance 
amongſt his Whores abroad. 

Pollio's Education was ſo much the reverſe 
of this, as to miſcarry in the other Extream. 
His Parents, eſpecially the Father, who wou'd 
not *bate an Ace of his Prerogative of Govern- 
ment, were naturally inclin*d to Severity, and 
Pollio having the Misfortune to bring into the 
World with him a worſe Complexion, and 
Features leſs agreeable than the reſt, was kept 
ſo much under, croſs'd and deny'd ever 
thing, that when he grew up, he reſolv'd to 
gratify his poor dear ſelf, for the hard Uſage 
he had undergone ſo much againſt the Grain. 
He gave a Looſe to his Paſſions in all the for- 
bidden Pleaſures of the World, vainly ima- 
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gining he was then at Liberty, while enſlaving 
himſelf to the Devil and Sin: Every thing he 
was put to learn in, his Chi/abood, has yet the 
Idea of Rods, Blows, and harſh Contradic- 
tions annex'd to it, that it's ſtill his Averſion. 
This rugged Treatment has ſtifled ali the ge- 
nerous Inclinations, which by better Manage- 
ment might have been :mprov*'d to good Pur- 
poles. It has made him ſullen, cruel, cow- 
hearted, ,and unable to exert any of the Ta- 
lents he has. When he indulges himſelf in 
his ſinful Paſſions, 'tis with ſo ill a Grace, as 
makes him doubly contemptible. To ſum his 
Character in two Words, he's an aukward Li- 
bertine and Man-hater. 

Celia being the only Child her Parents had, 
from her Cradle to the Time ſhe was deliver'd 
up for Better and Worſe to her Huſband, ſhe 
was educated cloſe by her Mother's Side ; 
who being herſelf a Woman deeply tinctur'd 
with worldly Vanity, infected her Daughter 
with it, and fill'd her Mind with Lritles, 
which by her Example ſhe learn'd to value 
above all other Things. She ever talk'd of a 
Coach and Six, of a modiſh Dreſs, of a fine 


Head, Sc. with ſo much Veneration, and 


ſhew'd ſo much Solicitude, Concern, and 


Value for her China Play- Things, ſilver Tea- 


Kettles, and Cofte--Pots, that I am very 
much afraid, that if ſhe were put to the Tris) 
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ſhed pawn her Soul for any of theſe unpor- 
tant Trifles. 

Corinna herſelf has never, that I know of, 

ſtainꝰd her Reputation by any diſhoneſt Action; 
yet ſhe was always talking before her Daugh- 

ter Ga/athea of ſuch a handſome Perion ; . of 
the fine Carriage of ſuch a pretty Gentleman; 
of the exact Dreſs of ſuch a gentecl Beau; 
and ſpoke of Amours, Intrigues,. Gallants, 

Miſtreſſes, humble Servants, "with. ſo little 
Signs of Averſion, or Diſapprovemenc, that 
Galathea, now grown up, is become an inta- 
mous Proſtitute, and thinks ſhe has hardly 

Reaſon to be aſham'd of herſelf and her Way 
of living. 

Mantis took Delight to fee his Son out- 
hector, and over-reach his Play-Fellows, by 
his cozening Tricks, engroſſing to himſclf al! 
their Stakes. Maulius ſhar'd with him, in the 
Pleaſure he took in looking over his Heaps of 
Nuts, Cherry-Stones, Pins, Sc. which being 
Things of no Value in themſelves, he over- 
look*d the Deceit, and applauded the Wir and 
Subtilty of his Son. But what was the Upſhot 
of theſe Secds of Fraud and Rapine ? Had the 
young Man been foundly whip'd our of this 
ravenous and graſping Paſſion, he had never 
loſt his Head for cheating the State. His 
minute Thefts being ſum'd up, amounted to 
ove! a Hundred Thouſand Pound Sterling.

Some Months ago I met the chief Secre- 
tary. of the Swearing-Office, following a 
Couple of Devils very heavy loaden: I de- 
manded of him, whither he was going with 
all thoſe Reams of Paper? Paper! ſaid he, 
* Aye, and ſomething elle beſides Paper I hope. 
'Theſe Reams you fee, are all taken up with 
the precious Oaths, Curſes and Blaſphemies 
of a certain great Man, we. ſoon expect Pass 
e 3 a Place 
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a Place on Earth call'd Great-Britain. I am 
going to be ready to produce theſe againſt him 
at the Bar, as ſoon as he appears there; which 
Fam told will be within half an Hour. But, 
ſaid I, do you think he will not be able to clear 
himſelf? Alas poor Man, reply'd he, he 
has done nothing towards that I fear: his Head 
was too full of the Crimes and Miſdemeanors 
of others, and too much buſy'd in bringing 
others to Juſtice, to make any Preparation for 
his own great Trial : He was too much intent 
about damning others, I thank him, little did 
he think of my having ſo many Hundred 
Thouſand Articles of Impeachment againſt 
him. Beſides, he has call'd God to damn his 
Soul Three Hundred Thouſand Times, as I 
ſhall make out, and you know that Importu- 
nity in Prayer, is a ready Way to carry the 
Petition at laſt. 

It were a bold Enterpriſe, ſhould any one 
undertake to expoſe all the Impiety and Folly 
of this vicious Cuſtom of Swearing.

The Maſter grew very angry, ahd 
threatened to withdraw his Charity, and turn 
him off: Upon which, one replied, that he 
thought the poor Fellow did not well reflect 
on what he ſaid. How ſo, ſays Lucilius? Why, 
reply*d the other, that kind of Language is 
very common with him; he has ſo accuſtornes 
his Tongue to abuſe you, that it's become na- 
tural to him, he does it from Morning to 
Night; thoſe injurious Expreſſions often come 
from him beforc he thinks on't. Lucilius be- 
gan to {wear and curſc, agd ſwell with Rage. 
What! D does he make it natural to a- 
buſe me —— fora damn'd Son of a Whore! 
ungrateful Puppy! FI be the Death of him 
"A Friend that was preſent, anſwer'd thus 
calmly to Laceius. This baſe Wretch, ſays 
he, is indtedia Monſter of Ingratitude to ſerve 
gneſthus, who daily maintains his Life: Bur 

I would 
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would have you conſider, Luxilius, whether 
Ve yourſelf be not guilty of a far worſe Ingra- 
titude, to a much greater Benefa&tory1who 


gives you Breath and Life, and all you. poſſeſs, 


und has ſhewn you a thouſand Favours of the 
ghigheſt Nature: And yet have you not made 
at cuſtomary to you, to abuſe his ſacred Name, 
- Every Hour of the Day, by your prophane 
Oaths and Curſes ? C1 
Ingratitude's a pitiful Vice, that finds not 
Admittance but in mean deſpicable Minds, 
and argues a great deal of baſe Allay in a 
Man's Compoſition to harbour it. 
Human Weakneſs and Folly too evidently 
appears in thoſe Caſes where Men ſtick not to 
riſque their Salvation for any temporal Profit 
or Pleaſure, or the gratifying a natural Paſ- 
ion. This Madnels is too apparent in every 
ſingle Inftance of a ſinful Action: yet infome 
Cales there may be Room for the Plea of In- 
advertence and Surpriſe, Beſides, there are 
few, who ſome time or other, may not be lia- 
ble to the Folly of ſome irrational Moments :
